It was the kind 
of sacrifice the ruling class of any 
country does not want its workers 
to make. It was this way: As soon 
as the strike was called the miners 
brought down on their heads the 
patriotic wrath of the whole nation. 
Mr. Runciman of the Board of Trade, 
was hustled over to settle the ‘scan- 
dalous’ situation summarily. The 
miners argued that they were asking 


. only a modest raise in wages, while 


the mine owners were suddenly ac- 
quiring exorbitant profits. Do you 
think that made any difference?

The rem- 
nant that returned had no country, 
not even a job. Maimed, diseased, 
broken, rotting body and soul, these 
ex-soldiers could be seen all through 
England begging their bread. At 
the same time the diamond mines 
which their sacrifice had guaranteed 
to English capital were being filled 
with Chinese coolies. The English 
workers were good enough to get 
those mines, but they were not good 
enough to work in them, or as good 
as a Chinaman on the economic 
field.” 


What’s Wrong With Army? 
UT can it be that American 
workmen suspect any such a 
deal? Clearly, America has 
no schemes of conquest. It is for 
defense, defense of American democ- 
racy and »™» free institutions that 
workers ought to fight for, that 
large army and even universal mili- 
tary service is proposed. “Will the 
American workers,” he was asked, 
“do anything which might hinder a 
policy of adequate defense?” 7 

“No,” said this representative of 
the working class. “If the country 
wants defense, it can have all the 
defense it wants. Miners and rail- 
road men and shopworkers would 
rally by the million to any military 
system which meant pure defense, 
or in the event an invasion was 
actually threatened. Any time this 
nation wants to arm its workers and 
show them how to fight, it will have 
no difficulty in getting men. If that 
were all that military service means, 
there would be no such attitude as 
there is today toward preparedness.

‘How French Seized Achilleion, Kaiser’s Wonderful 
$15,000,000 Villa in Corfu, Told for First Time

ACHILLEION 

HE Post-Dispatch presents herewith the 

fy first complicte story of how the French 

landed on the island of Corfu, a Greek 

possession in the Ionian Sea on the night of 

Jan. 12 and, as a part of the program of occupa- 

tion, if not the actual motive for it, seized the 

magnificent estate, known as Achelleion, belong- 

ing to the German Emperor, the develop- 

ment of which ts said to have cost over $15, 
000,000. 

The Greek King voiced a strong protest against 
this invasion of his country which he declared 
to be wanton whereupon the French replied that 
they had discovered that German and Austrian 
submarines were operating from the island as a 
base and that, as a result of the seizure, three 
undersea boats had been destroyed. 

Later, the beaten Servian army has been quar- 
tered there, Achelleion being used as a hospital. 

This report of the landing comes from Athens 
whither it was sent from Corfu to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent. The evidence of hos- 
tility to the Germans that was manifested by the 
natives during the seizure is accounted for by 
the fact that the populace of Corfu has been 
strongly sympathetic with the entente and by 
the further fact that all the development work 
on Achelleion has been performed by imported 
German workmen and that the native populace 
has been rigidly barred from the grounds.

N the darkness of the night French troops, 

| loaded on four cruisers and guided by 

numerous destroyers and torpedo boats, 

slipped through the Corfu Channel, and, while the 


fl population of the city of Corfu, comprising 25,000 


souls, were sound asleep in their beds, landed 
their soldiers, and before the sunrise the next 
morning had put in chains the chief of the Ger- 
man spies in the island. 

With the exception of the two official repre- 
sentatives of France and Italy, M. Benegny and 
M. Matiz, not a soul in the whole island knew 
of the presence of the French in the city; not 
even the Prefect of the Island knew that for- 
eign troops had already landed in his little mu- 
nicipality. 

The French troops not only landed on the 
island, but proceeded at once to the Hotel Europe 
and put under arrest the Secretary of the Ger- 
man Consulate.

HILE they were busy rounding up other 
prominent Austrian and German agents, 


the German Consul got: word of the 


landing of the French and fled from the Con- 
sulate wrapped in a bathrobe, taking refuge 
with a retired Greek officer in the extreme end 
of the island. 

Long before sunrise the entire population of 
the island awoke to activity. About 4 a. m. the 
bellboys of my hotel were wrapping at every 
dcor, singing out: “The French have landed!” 

Within half an hour the streets of the hitherto 
quiet city were filled with crowds. Men, women 
and even little children flocked to the streets;

The French had landed; arrested the German 
agents in the city; put guards in front of the 
Austrian, German and Turkish consulates and 
then, like true Frenclimen and Parisians, in- 
formed the Prefect that they were there and that 
they intended to stay. there for some time, and 
that they also expected other—Servians and 
Montenegrins—who would soon arrive. 

And, like a true Hellen, the stately Prefect of 
our beloved Corfu protested ggainst the land- 
ing of the French and, in the name of our King, 
ordered the midnight intruders out'to sea.

Another reason, 
which was quite.a strong one, and which com- 
pelled our Prefect to yield was, “The French 
Commander was so polite and irresistible!” 

With the sunrise thousands were either at the 
landing place, cheering and assisting the ‘invad- 
ers’ of their city to land their provisfons and 
horses, or actually doing the longshoreman work 
for the newcomers.

$15,000,000. It was her custom to go 
there yearly for a prolonged stay with a se- 
lected coterie of men and women of her 
court to escape the unpleasant association 
with the Emperor that the conventions made 
necessary while she was in Vienna, She 
considered Corfu “the fairest of earth’s is- 
lands.”” After her assassination, the Em- 
peror, who, respecting his Empress’ pur- 
poses and wishes, had never visited Achil- 
leon, sold it to the Kaiser for a small frac- 
tion of what it had cost. 

It has 128 rooms, nearly all of vast propor- 
tions, and overlooks from a lofty point the 
azure Ionian Sea. It is surrounded by jun- 
gles of ever-blooming roses and forests of 
palm, native and tropical trees. Hundreds 
of marble statues surround it and line its av- 
enues. 

The Empress was very fond of Athletics 
and this wonderful castle has a great gym- 
nasium and an indoor swimming pool copied 
after an old luxurious Roman bath.

There were very few people in the island who 
had set foot in the sacred premises of these pa- 
latial gardens. Thousands of acres of this Greek 
island were to all intents and purposes imperial 
German territory. Occasionally some inhabitant 
of Corfu could steal a giimpse, from a distant 
housetop, of the wonderful marble palace of the 
German Emperor, but for mortal persons like 
us Greelis, even the approaches to the gates were 
as tnaccessible as the seventh inner gate of 
heaven. 

When the crowd arrived within the view of the 
outer gates of the palace garden, by habit, they 
held back. I, myself, was near the front of the 
crowd. All at once we came to a standstill. 
Those in front would go no.further. However, 
this hesitation of the timid did not last long.

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INCREASE MISSOURI’S WEALTH. 

The Missouri Federation of Commercial Clubs 
has started a campaign to add a billion dollars 
a year to the value of Missouri crops. It is a high 
aim, but it can be accomplished with the co-op- 
eration of the cities, towns and counties. 

In his address at Friday’s luncheon at the M. 
A. A. Prof. Cromer, whose specialty at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri is moral economics, pointed 
out the method of procedure. The end is summed 
up in the one word—EFFICIENCY. Prof. Cromer 
showed that with excellent soil and climate, equal 
to the best, Missouri farm methods are woefully 
inefficient. While Missouri takes prizes for apples, 
stock, poultry and other products of individual 
efficiency, proving what can be done, the aver- 
age efficiency throughout the State is low. In 
fruit, Missouri is fortieth in acre productivity; in 
corn, twenty-third; in wheat, twenty-ninth; in all 
farm crops, forty-first, near the bottom; in farm 
buildings, twenty-seventh; in farm machinery, 
thirty-fourth; in schools, thirty-second, and in 
improved roads the percentage of this State is less 
than one-half the average for the United States. 

All of these discreditable results are caused by 


; lack of general or average efficiency on the farms. 


The farmers follow antiquated, unscientific meth- 
ods of farming, dairying, stock raising and poultty 
raising. Their stock is of poor quality, but the 
cost of feeding is as much as the cost of feeding 
the most productive stock. 

The federation proposes to educate the farmers 
and stock men in the best modern methods of 
agriculture. It proposes to inform the people as 
to the inefficiency of school methods and dem- 
onstrate how to improve them; it will educate the 
people on the subject of good roads. For these 
purposes films showing improved methods and 
their results will be made and distributed from 
the State University, to be exhibited by local com- 
mercial clubs and other organizations. Farm ex- 
perts and advisers are to be supplied to teach the 
farmers how to prepare the soil and cultivate 
crops; how to develop the best stock and get the 
best results from them. 

In order to accomplish these valuable ends, two 
things are needed—organization and money to 
conduct both the campaign for wider organiza- 
tion and the practical work of education and 
promotion. 

As the market and commercial distributing cen- 
ter, St. Louis is deeply interested in the success of 
this work. Every addition of population in the 
State and every dollar of value added to its pro- 
ductivity increases the prosperity and growth of 
St. Louis. The co-operation and pecuniary as- 
sistance of the Business Men’s League is pledged. 
But individual St. Louisans should join the fed- 
eration and contribute to its useful activities. 
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Ex-Secretary Bryan seems to have more regard 
for the American in Mexico than for the Ameri- 
can on the sea. 
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HUMANE SOCIETY’S WORK. 

The annual report of the Humane Society of 
Missouri, just issued, shows a creditable amount 
of work done during the year. Nearly 1500 driv- 
ers and owners of horses and other animals were 
warned by agents of the society to treat their 
charges humanely. There were 54 prosecutions, in 
cases of cruelty, and 34 convictions. The high 
percentage of convictions is proof that the society 
dees not act without good cause. 

A part of the work that will be approved by 
citizens ~generally, though incidental to the pre- 
vention of actual cruelty, is the attention given 
to stables, where horses or other animals are kept. 
The agents of the society have caused a large 
number of filthy and unsanitary stables to be 
cleaned and put in good condition. This will bene- 
fit not only dumb animals, but the human part 
of the community. git is excellent civic service. 

The Humane Society of Missouri is maintained 
wholly by private subscriptions, and can only 
cover part of a very wide field. It is deserving 


of hearty support.

The unarmed Norwegian ship Silius with from 
four to seven Americans aboard is reported to 
have been sunk off Havre by a submarine that 
gave no warning. 

Assuming that the report as to the circum- 
stances of the attack is true, what will be done 
by the 14 Senators and 276 Representatives who 
voted in Congress to tie the hands of the Presi- 
dent in enforcing the rights and privileges of 
Americans on a free ocean? 

Are Americans to be warned off unarmed as 
well as armed belli merchantmen? Are 
they to be denied employment and transporta- 
tion on neutral as well as unarmed and bellig- 
erent merchantmen? If they are to be warned 
off these ships how long will it be before they 
are warned off our own merchantmen and we are 
confined within the three-mile limit of our home 
coasts? 

The incident of the Silius comes at an op- 
portune time to mark the humbug and sophistry 
of the.congressional debate. If our only course 
is to yield every time Germany makes a new 
and unjustifiable aggression, how long will it 
be before we find the entire ocean fenced off 
against our passage and trade?

The appropriation for the outside work has been 
made. The contract calls for its completion 
next December. By appropriating the estimated 
$60,000 for other construction costs, Judge Grimm 
thinks the building can be ready for occupancy 
by the end of the year.

Louisville Evening Post: The Herodian Kais- 
er continues remorselessly the slaughter of the 
innocents.

The year’s 
correspondence, dark with turbulence and black 
with dishonor, draws to a close with every agree- 
ment withdrawn and with the assertion of the 
right to repeat it put up to the Congress of the 
United States for acceptance, and accepted by 
Gore in the Senate and Mann in the House and 
by a few others. 

But while this discussion goes on the murderers 
of the air are not idle. For their raids they chose 
Sunday, out of respect to that God the Kaiser 
has created in His own image, and worships with 
fanatical devotion. 

Sunday, on the quiet coasts of England, the 
Kaiser’s birds of war came down and three men, 
four women and five children were slain. “A 
mother with four children in her arms, was found 
dead in her home, with the husband and father 
just alive.” 

They have gone to join the children of the 
Lusitania, to stand before the great white throne

the Emden. Such exploits have been rare in the 
present war and it is doubtless for this reason that 
80 many absurd conclusions have been drawn 
from this single incident. People forget that in 
former naval wars it was impossible to clear the 
seas completely of raiders and speak of the 
Moewe’s successful adventure as if it were a 
demonstration of incredible laxity on the part of 
Germany's foes. 

The extraordinary success of the British fleet 
has blinded them to the lessons of history and the 
episode is dwelt upon as amazing and hitherto 
unparalleled. Thus the World, remarking on the 
industry displayed in the control of supposedly 
neutral traffic, asks, with a great show of resent- 
ment, if we are to infer that the blockading fleet 
“is so busily occupied in this way that it has no 
eves for German sea raiders moving out from and 
back to German ports under its very nose.” The 
Staats-Zeitung likewise solemnly declares that 
“the British boast that England controls the sea 
has again been exposed in all its absurdity.” And 
the Vossische Zeitung, in its enthusiasm, goes 
so far as to say that the feat “proves to England 
that German alone is unconquerable at sea!” 

Such comments show an astonishing ignorance 
of naval warfare and history. The performance of 
the Moewe proves nothing. The wonder is that 
we have heard of so few excursions of this kind, 
and were it not that the Germans had placed so 
much faith in their submarines it can hardly be 
doubted that similar attempts would have been 
made before. It has proved virtually impossible 
in all wars of the past to effect the complete seal- 
ing up of ports. Between 1798 and 1800 the Brit- 
ish lost no less than 4314 ships by capture.

‘Only Chance’ for Its Survival 
in Infusion of Our Blood Into 
War Land’s People. 


Correspondence of the Agseciated Press. 
PARIS, Feb. 2#.—It is to America that 
the Prince of Monaco looks for the re- 


generation of Europe. - 

‘"‘The only chance for the survival and 
future civilization ef Burope,”’ said he. 
in receiving the correspondemt of the 
Associated Press, “is the infusion of 
American blood into Euvreopeon peoples, 
anc, if such a thing were possible,”” he 
added, emilingly, “I would like te see 
the best physiological means used for 
the purpose of injecting it. No country 
has done more for the progress of h- 
manity than America, and it is only by 
learning from America that there can 
ever be such a thing as a United States 
of Europe. 

“But there ia this difficulty: Euro- 
pean peoples are the slaves of traditien. 
It is in their blood, resisting every tend- 
ency to change. They live, as it were, 
in a web of race prejudices and cus- 
toms and ideas which only the adoption 
of the American outlook can alter. If 
this change does not take place, ani) 
there should be three or four more 
wars in modern style, Europe will be. 
come a desert. 

“Mvery war sows the seed of other 
wars. Many Colonels of regiments will 
tell you that the first 200 of their men 
killed in battle are always the finest 
men in the regiment, and thus war 
takes away the best of the race and 
leaves its reproduction to those of in., 
ferlor quality. A few more such wers 
and Europe will be devastated, and 
those who dre left with any strength or 
spirit will seek another sphere for their 
energies.

They were regarded without distrust 
and the greatest attention was paid tu 
what Germany was doing, or thought 
to be doing, for progress and the ad- 
vance of civiligation. There was much 
in her efforts and achievements to a4- 
mire. Her internal administration, for 
instance, ig the best im the world, and 
there was much else that ether peoples 
might have learned frem her with ad- 
vantage. But this epportunity the Ger- 
mana have now compromised by great 
mistakes; and for years te come they 
have alienated the eympathies and lost 
}the confidence of other nations." 

Prince Albert of Menaco has won 1 
more solid reputation as an oceanocz- 
rapher and man of science than as the 
ruler of the small, but famous, princ!- 
pality from which he takes his tilte 
When not engaged on ocean explorsa- 
tion he usually resides in Paris. His 
chief part in the war is concerned with 
the maintenance ef about 1000 beds 
in his prinelpality for the use of the 
wounded, and with the hospital care, at 
his spacious’ “hotel” in the Avenue du 
Trocadero, of a weekly draft of four 
homeless soldiers on war leave from tl.e 
front. 

Correspondence With Kaiser. 

The last time Prince Albert was prom- 
inently before the public was in con- 
nection with the seizure of his chateau 
of Marchais in the north of France 
by Gen. von Buelow’s invading troops 
at the beginning of the war, the impo- 
sition of a large war fine on the estate 
and the district, with its 20 villages, 
and the publication of a correspondence 
on the subject between the Prince anid 
the German Kaiser, with whom his 
friendship had been lasting for many 
years, 

The correspondence, the Prince in- 
formed the Associated Press, has been 
followed by a further interchange of 
letters, but he thinks the time has rot 
come for disclosing them for the juds- 
ment of the world, especially as it seers 
that the whole of it did not reach tre 
Kaiser. His latest news is that the 
Germans are behaving considerately at 
the chateau and are not injuring thu 
building or removing its contents. The 
Germans seem te consider that the war 
fine was justified by the supposed fact 
that the principality is under the pro- 
tectorate of France, whereas the Prinve 
claims the benefit of neutrality as the 
ruler of a state of which the absolute 
independence is not affected by certair 
customs agreements with the French 
Government: Though the principality 
has not "in sequestration the Ger- 
man ie Berties existing on her terri- 
tory, the Germans have put in seques- 
tration the monegasque properties if 
Germany. 

The Prince, though best known to the 
world as a scientific student of the 
ocean and its wonders, is a persunaliiv 
of greater interest today as one of the 
German Emperor’s oldest friends. 
Mystery He Can't Fathom. 
“To me,’’ he said to the correspondent, 
“the Kaiser’s appearance under sucn 
unexpected features, when he was 
reaching the highest ievel of power, 
success and influence, is a mystery I 
cannot fathom. I have spent year after 
year with him at Kiel, and am con- 
vinced that he was sincere in his desire 
for the maintenance of peace. His cor- 
dial treatment of the people of all 
nationalities he came in contact with, 
his encouragement of art and science 
and progress in every direction, his fa- 
niiliarity with the necessity of peace 
for his country’s continued prosperlcy 
frequently struck me. 
He has plenty of discrimination and 
good sense, as I often had occasion to 
notice when he spoke of some man or 
group he had been talking to, some- 
times for several hours ata time. His 
last three Ambagsadors at Paris, whom 
I knew, Count Munster, Prince Radolin 
and Baron yon Schoen, were represent- 
ative of the Kaiser's pacific tendencies 
rather than of the policy of the Ger- 
man Government with which they must 
often have been in contrast. I don't 
yet gee clearly enough his own will 
appearing in the character of this war, 
which {fs the most humiliating blow 
ever given te civilization.”

How Acts of Engiand 

and Germany Differ. 

As it is, United States action has been 
limited to a nice and scrupulously exact 
distribution of notes which by their 
calculated balance have lost their sense 
of reality and their effectiveness.

: | Germany has broken every law of God 


and inan and broken it insolently, defi- 
antly, over the back of America. It has 
sunk your ships and murdered your 
citizens. And you have sent to the 
‘riminal the same formulas of protest 
that you have sent to us about your 
parcels and your letters. Is this really 
the interpretation of the mind of Amer- 
Is this really the measure of your 
values and your moral indignation? I 
do not believe it. I do not believe that 
the nation which fought the noblest war 
cf liberation in history has ceased. to 
ciseriminate between murder and the lit- 
tle more or less of the counting house. 

If this calculated policy had had a 
restraining influence on Germany there 
would be something to be said for it. 
But has it? I can see nothing in the 
record. of the past year to show that 
Germany is moved a hair’s breadth by 
the American protests. Mr. Wilson’s 
great declaration that he would holt 
Germany to “strict accountability’”’ and 
that he assumed in the name of America 
the guardianshiv of humanity, seemed 
to open up a new and nobler role for 
your republic. Rut German actions have 
covered that declaration with derision, 
and few today assume that the coin- 
cidence of the ccilapse of the submarine 
“hlockade’ was the fruit of that stroke. 
It seemed so at the time, but we 
know now that the submarine ‘‘block- 
ade” ended because the British navy 
had defeated it. And German indiffer- 
ence to the, law of “strict accounia- 
bility’’ has convinced us that our con- 
clusion is just. 


Thinks President's 
Policy Has Been Wenk. 
I am far from suggesting that I am 


capable of indicating a policy which 
would have been at once pacific and 
etrong. [ cannot conceive that Mr. 
Roosevelt, had he been in office, woul! 
have seen his course quite so Clearly as 
he sees it in opposition. America was 
lacking in the two main essentials of a 
decisive national policy—the material 
power to give it backing, and the ele- 
ment of substantial cohesion. But with 
every allowance for this, I cannot escape 
the conclusion that the President's pol- 
i¢y has been equivocal and morally 
weak. It has offered the world no 
standard of values and no splendid in- 
dignation. American citizens lie mur- 
dered at the bottom of the Atlantic, and 
Count von Bernstorff is still the ac- 
credited representative at Washington of 
the Government.that sent them to their 
Ceath. That is not a pleasant thought 
for Americans. Nor is it a thought 
which is balanced by the new note which 
comes as I write, protesting against the 
alleged interference with the American 
mail bag. I grow tired of that mail 
bag. 

lor character and po- 
litical aims of Mr. Wilson I have the 
rrofoundest adiriration. I understand 
the difficult course he has had to steer. 
J realize how wise and statesmanlike his 
action has been, compared with the 
amiable but mindless pacificism of Mr. 
Bryan. I am sure that he has far-reach- 
ing purposes in connection with the part, 
the disinterested part, which America 
will play in the settlement of the world 
when the great tragedy that overshad- 
ows our lives and drains our blood is 
over. There is no one whom I would 
more willingly see exercising his in- 
fluence in that struggle of the peace- 
makers than the President of the Unitéd 
States. But I think he would have come 
to that task with more authority if 
there had been in him more of the pas- 
sion of indignation and less of the de- 
termination to see that no matter 
whether blood was in one scale or cotton 
in the other, the balance was always 
true. For we do not admit that this is 
a case of Tweedledum and Tweedle- 
dee. We know it is not. America 
knows it is not. 

T have never held, and there are few 
today who would hold, that we have 
any special claim on the consideration 
of the United States. I do not think we 
earned any such special consideration 
in the circumstances of the War of 1812 
or during the Civil War. But the cause 
of liberty and humanity has very pe- 
cullar Claims on the United States. And

[ritish navy. Take that navy eway 
and give Germany the victory, and the 
Monroe Doctrine fs as though it were 
written in water. Nor do. we forget 
that much as we may differ in many 
things, the civilization that we are 
spending our blood and treasure to pre- 
eerve in the world is the civilization that 
you wish to preserve. Let us get be- 
iow the mail-bag issue to the underlying

Unionists Would Defend Couniry. 

“All that is loyal in the American 
workingman,’’ he added, “makes him 
wani to defend his country. But all that 
is decent in him makes him shrink from 
military life. Must the two ideas be as- 
sociated? Why 
army’ 

“Why not?’ the interviewer repeated. 

“There is @ great reason why not,”’

“By volunteering en tmasse,’’ he said, 
“on one the condition that 
the army could not be used to tyrannize 
over themselves, either as individuals or 
as a working class. Oh, I admit that 
ic is impossible for the American mil- 
itarist to pee it; but it may be impos- 
sible for the workers to see any thing 
else. Then, of the two impossibilities— 
well, we could find out shortly whether 
the army was teally wanted for de- 
fense or whether the word ‘defense’ was 
being used as a pretext in order to get 
the army established.”’ 

“But just how would a democratic 
army function? How could the work- 
ing class soldiers be guaranteed against 
the usual run of militarism?’ 

Objects to Privates Cringing to Offi- 


fers. 

“It's very simple,” said Lord, ‘“‘or 
very impossible—just whichever way you 
happen to see it. But tell me first: Is 
a soldier a man? Is he entitled te a 
decent living? Is he a citizen? Should 
he be allowed to think and speak and 
vote? Ise there anything in the ordi- 
nary schedule of a workingman’s life 
which is too good for him in case he 
agrees to defend his country?’’ The ob- 
vious answer being given, the miner 
proceeded. 

‘Well, then, if a soldier is a man, 
there is no reason why he should have 
to cringé before an officer. And if he 
is a citizen, there is no reason why he 
should be tried by an officer. And there 
is no reason why he should take orders 


] from an officer, to do anything that vio- 


lates either his conscience or his seif- 
respect, unless the order is sanctioned 
by public necessity. And when he dis- 
Obeys an order he should be given the 
chance that a workingman is supposed 
to get if he breaks the law. Nothing 
short of a trial by his peers, riot by his 
superiors, would be demanded in a dem- 
ccratic army. 

“Traditionally the soldier is not al- 
flawed to think. ‘Their’s not to reason 
thy’ sums up his position: a negation 
not only of democracy, but of manhood 
fiself. In a democratic army thé sol- 
dier would not fight, perhaps, unless he 
had something to fight for; but there 
vould be nothing in that to jeopardize 
the national defense, and no one will 
fight quicker to preserve democracy 
than the workingman. 

“A democratic army would proudly 
e'ect and recall its officers. That world 
be impossible in an army intended to 
carry out schemes of conquest and ex- 
pansion, but not at all impossible in 
an army intended only for defense. We 
have much to defend in America, mich 
that is very dear to the workingman’s 
heart. If that is threatened there is no 
sacrifice he will not make, But fust 
now be is wondering how he can defend 
it by selling himself body and soul to 
a machine over which he has not che 
slightest control. Can we defend our- 
selves against militarism by establish- 
ing militarism? Can we defend ou-- 
selves against tyranny by becoming 
slaves?

“Not a professional military organ- 
ization at all,” he explained, “but arg 
armed working class. Can you im- 
agine a country being overrun by its 
people? Don’t you know that a fund- 
amental principle of the Americanm 
Constitution was that the right to bear 
arms should not be abridged. It has 
been abridged, however. The workers 
have Leen disarmed and the arms 
have been placed in the hands of a 
military organization out of touch 
with the workers; or in the hands of 
private detectives and thugs hired by 
the capitalists, as in Colorado. Any 
such military organization is the ne- 
gation of democracy. A people armed 
and free to defend itself, is a differ- 
ent thing. But it is the sort of ‘pre- 
paredness’ which those who are talk- 
ing grandly about patriotism and de- 
fense would never stand for. 

“T would not commit the organized 
workers of the country to any par- 
ticular policy. No man can do that. 
Personally, Iam opposed to militarism, 
the only militarism I have seen and 
can judge. Also, I cannot see any 
danger of European Powers invading 
America, but with our immense coast 
line an adequate coast defense seems 


thoroughly reasonable. 

“If the country were actually in- 
vaded, no one would sacrifice morc, 
and more quickly, than the organized 
American workers. But they do not 
want militarism. They want demo- 
cracy and the Constitutional Govern- 
ment. They are watching the situa- 
tion in Europe and hoping that it is 
the beginning of the end—the end of 
King and Kaltlser, Prussianism and 
every other kind of professional mili- 
tarism. They are reading and think- 
ing and waiting. I think they will 
refuse to be swune off their balance 
by the hysterical appeals of munition 
makers, partisans and professional 
militarists, even at the risk of being 
misunderstood.”

CAPTURED AGUINALDO IN 
PHILIPPINES 15 YEARS AGO 


Gen. Frederick Funston, 


in Book, Recounts How 


a Band of Natives and a Few White Men 
Surprised Chief of Insurrectos. 


IFTEEN years ago this month, Gen. 
Fred Funston, then a Brigadier- 
General of volunteers, led the ex- 

pedition which captured Emilio Aguin- 
aldo, chief of the Philippine insvurrectos, 
and ended the insurrection. The story 
of this feat is told in Gen. Funston’s 
book, “Memories of Two Wars,’ pub- 
lished by Scribner & Co. 

Guerilla warfare in Luzon and other 
islands of the Philippine group had then 
been going on for 18 months, and the 
United States troops, which, with native 
auxilaries, numbered 70,000, had found 
great difficulty in handling the insur- 
rectos. Aguinaldo, whose hiding place 
was not known to the Americans, wis 
directing the guerilla bands, and it wa? 
evident that until he should be killed 
or captured the insurrection would not 
end. 

Aguinaldo Letters Found. 
Feb. 8, 1901, Gen. Funston, at the head- 


‘quarters in San Isidro, in Central Lu- 
Zon, 


received a telegram from Lieut. J. 
1). Taylor, Twenty-fourth Infantry, sta- 
tioned about 60 miles northeast, which 


stated that a small band of insurgent 
soldiers had surrendered, and that ore 


of them, Cecilio Segismundo, carried 
a packet of letters which he said were 
written by Aguinaldo to his subordi- 
nate chiefs in Central and Southern 
Luzon. 

By Funston’s order the captured lead- | 
er and the correspondence carried bv 
him were started for San Isodro, arri’’- 
ing two days later. It developed that 
Segismundo’s surrender was the result 
of some fine diplomatic work on the 
part of Lieut. Taylor and a loyal na- 
tive official. Segismundo told Funston 
that Aguinaldo, with several staff of- 
ficers and an escort of 50 well-armed 
men, was at Palanan, a mountain town 
120 miles northeast of San Isidro. 

The correspondence, most of which 
was in cipher, was deciphered by a 
Spaniard named Segovia, Capt. Smith 
and Gen. Funston, and it bore out Segis- 
mundo’s statements to such an extent 
that the officers became satisfied that 
he was telling the truth. Segismundo, 
when questioned by. Funston, said he did 
not believe an American force could cap- 
ture Aguinaldo, because of the system 
of outposts which the chieftain main- 
tained. A company of American troops 
had, in fact, entered Palanan, but Agui- 
naldo had known in advance of its ap- 
proach, and had retired to the moun- 
tains. 

Funston’s Pian Adopted. 

Funston was convinced that Segis- 
mundo was right, as to the impossibility 
of catching Aguinaldo by going after 
hiim openly. Therefore, he relates, he 
devised the plan of sending a native 
force, composed mostly of the loyal 
Macabebe scouts, in the guise of insur- 
rectos, and accompanied by Funston and 
four other white officers, who should 
play the role of prisoners. This plan 
was approved by the department com- 
mander, Gen. Wheaton, after a confer- 
ence in Manila. The party, which start- 
ed from Manila March 6, included 81 
Macabebes, dressed and armed as in- 
surrectos, and speaking the Tagalo dia- 
let,. the five American officers, dressed 
as privates, Segovia and Segismundo, 
and three loyal Tagalos. 

‘‘All realized the hazardous nature of 
the undertaking,’’ Funston writes, ‘‘and 
without any agreement having been en- 
tered into on the subject, it was thor- 
oughly understood that we would never 
be taken alive. Loyalty to our Macabebe 
comrades, who could not expect quarter, 
marked but course for men who 
made even a pretense at being soldiers,”’ 
l‘unston told his wife of the plan of the 
expedition, and he writes that “‘the poor 
yoman had to keep her counsel’’ during 
the three weeks of his absence from Ma- 
nila. 

The expedition went north in the gun- 
boat Vicksburg to a point as near the 
destination as was deemed prudent, and 
then was landed in native boats. Letters 
were written to Aguinaldo, to which the 
signature of one of his subordinates was 
furged, telling him of the approach of 
the ‘‘insurrectos,’’ with their five Ameri- 
can ‘“‘prisoners.”” The party was hilari- 
ously received in the town of Casiguran, 
and the march from that town was be- 
gun March 17, 


Orders From “Dictator’s” Follower, 

Within 10 miles of the destination, the 
expedition received a letter from Simon 
Villa, Aguinaldo's chief of staff, order- 
ing that the ‘“‘prisoners’’ be not taken 
into Palanan, lest they should learn 
that the “dictator” was there, but 
should be left under guard at a place 
called Dinundungan, which was two 
miles ahead. A note was sent to Villa 
in reply, stating that food was needed, 
and in return a. quantity of cracked 
corn arrived. 

This incident, Funston says, was the 
basis of the charge afterward made in 
the United States, that he and his men, 
while starving® had begged Aguinaldo 
for food, and had then violated — his 
hospitality by capturing him. “We sim- 
ply fooled him into supplying us,’’ Fun- 
ston writes, “‘as he thought he was ra- 
tioning his own troops.”’ 

The instruction as to leaving the 
‘prisoners’’ behind was violated, and the 
expedition, after narrowly escaping a 
clash with a band of real insurrectos, 
got into Palanan. Segovia and Hilario 
Tal Placido, a loyal Tagalo, led the 
Macabebes to Aguinaldo’s house, where 
the Dictator’s escort lined up to meet 
them. While both sides wore standine 
at “order arms,”’ Gregorio Cadhit, an- 
other of the loyal Filipinos, called to 
them. “‘Now is the time, Macabebes. 
Give it to them.” The “Macs” fired, 
killing two of Aguinaldo’s escort, an 
the Americans, who had been Icft on 
the other side of a nearby river, pad- 
died across and ran up as ‘Hilarto 
grasped Aguinaldo, telling him, “You 


one 


t} are a prisoner of the Americans.” 


A few minutes later, Funston was ex- 
plaining matters to the captured chief, 


twa he says, he found to be “far and 


brought in contact with.’’ Soon after 
his return to Manila, Funston was noti- 
fied of his apopintment as a Brigadier- 
General in the regular army, and all 
who took part in the expedition were 
rewarded, the American officers with 
regular army comissions, and the na- 
tives with gifts of money. 

Regarding the killing of the two mem- 
bers of Aguinaldo’s escort, Gen. Fun- 
ston writes: ‘If we had sent our cards 
to them, told them who we were, and 
invited them to retire, as some ladylike 
persons in the United States afterward 
insisted that we should have done, ‘t 
would have merely exposed our own 
men to a volley from them. The lives 
of these two men were of small mo- 
ment, counted against those that would 
have been lost had the’ insurrection 
continued. Few men have died to hbet- 
ter. purpose.”’

ITALY CHEAPEST COUNTRY 
AT WAR IN WHICH TO LIVE 


Prices of Foodstuffs Have Not In- 
creased Matertally, but Fuel Is 
Searce and High. 

ROME, Mareh 11.—Italy is said to be 
the cheapest of the countries at war in 
which to live—cheaper even than neutral 
Switzerland. Hotel rates are stil] rea- 
sonable and house and apartments rents 
are even lower than they were before 
the war. Food prices have not in- 
creased as much asin France, Germany 
and England. This last mentioned con- 
dition is due mainly to the laws prohib- 

iting the exportation of all foodstuffs. 
The only food product, the increase in 
the price of which has troubled the Ital- 
jan stomach, is macaroni. Its price has 
gone from 6 to 10 cents a pound. Pees 
have remained stationary in price. 
The only seemingly insurmountable 
difficulty of the poor lies in the cost of 
coal for heating and cooking. That fuel 
has increased from 24 cents the hundred 
pounds to 7% cents. This difficulty, too, 
the poorer people meet by the co-opera- 
tive kitchens, <~where several 
cook their meals over the same fire,

An exhibition of old and famous 

tapestries, valued at more than $500,- 
000, will be opened at the Art Mu- 
gemu in Forest Park Thursday night, 
when the building will be open to the 
public until 10 p. m. Arrangements 
have been made for auto busses to 
earry visitors from the park entrances 
to the Museum. 
* For this exhibition R. A. Holland, 
director cof the Art Museum, has 
brought from New York a collection 
of 21 of the best examples of the 
tapestry art of the best periods and 
makes, including Brussels, Aubusson, 
Beauvais and Gobelin. These were 
loaned by one of the largest New 
York dealers, 

A St. Louis owned tapestry, report- 
ed to have cost about $100,000, will 
be loaned to the exhibition by Ed- 
ward A. Faust of Portland place. 
This is the piece entitled “The Proph- 
ecy of Nathan,” a color reprodv ‘ion 
of which was shown in the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday Magazine Feb. 27. This 
tapestry is considered remarkable for 
the brilliancy of its colors and for the 
flistinctiveness with which the many 
figures in it stand out. 

Inspired by Bible Story. 

The inspiration of this tapestry is 
the Bible story of David and Beth- 
sheba, and the central portion shows 
the King and, standing in front of 
him, the beautiful woman, wife of 
one of his soldiers, with whom he had 
become enamoured after seeing her at 
her bath. On either side are other 
groups of figures dgpicting incidents 
ir. the royal romance that finally led 
to the treacherous death of Uriah, the 
husband of Bethsheba. In tho central 
foreground is shown the Prophet Na- 
than denouncing David and telling 
him that the child Bethsheba is to 
bear him will die. 

Among the pleces brought from 
New York are a pair of eighteenth 
century Royal Aubusson tapestries 
with the titles “Death of Phaeton” 
and “The Reception of Paris by 
Helen.” <A pair of Gobelin tapestries, 
bearing the titles “Summer” and 
“Autumn,” were designed by Claude 
Audran about 1725 and woven by le 
Fevre. 

Two Renaissance Tapestries. 

There are two striking Renaissance 
tapestries, “Birth of the Virgin” and 
“Judgment of Paris.” A Gobelin tap- 
estry called “Roland” was made about 
1733 and is after a cartoon by Charles 
Coypel. “Apollo and Daphne” is the 
title of a Brussels tapestry, and a 
beautiful Flemish piece of the sev- 
enteenth century is caled “Sophonisba 
and Masinissa.” 

Among the unnamed tapestries are 
a pair of seventeenth century works, 
a Beauvais tapestry after a design 
by Francois Boucher, a Gothis Ver- 
dure tapestry, and an eighteenth cen- 
tury piece after a designs by Teniers. 

at has not been announced how 
jo%e the tapestry exhibit wil con- 
tinue, but it is planned to have the 
Museum open on some other nights 
while the exhibit remains here.

Line Up 22,000 Drummers 
in State for Him. 


A campaign to enlist the aid of 22,000 
traveling men of Missouri for the nom- 
ination and election of Fred D. Gardner 
of St. Louis as Governor was launched 
ai the American Hotel yesterday by a 
newly organized Gardner-for-Govérnor 
Traveling Men’s Club. This organiza- 
tion will begin immediately to circularize 
él) the traveling men of the State and 
Will endeavor to get them te pledge 
themselves to vote for Gardner both in 
the primary and the general election. 

W. E. Leach of 3204 North Taylor ave- 
vue, @ traveling representative of the 
FF, R. Rice Mercantile Cigar Co., was 
elected president of the club: #. G. 
Meyer of 2152 Nebraska avenue, repre- 
senting the ,Blanke-Wenneker Canay |} 
Co., Was chosen vice president, and 
Harry J. Kranz, 742 Aubert avenue, rep- 
resenting the Carnegie Steel Co., sec- 
retary. 

The campaign which the trav éeling men 
will make for Gardner will urge his 
Support on the ground that he is a 
business man and that a business ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the State 
is demanded. The traveling men also 
are enthusiastic over the proposed Gard- 
ner land bank bil, and say that if it 
Should be enacted into law it would 
bring millions of dollars into the State 
for distribution among the farmers. and 
that farmers, amply supplied with 
money, could meet their obligations to 
the country merchants, who are, 
turn, the customers of the traveling 


men. 


Similar Organizations Being Formed. 
The club will present the further argu- 


ment that two-thirds of the counties of 
the State lost in population during the 
decade from 190 to 1916, that the land 
bank would have the effect of making 
farm life more attractive to boys and 
thus keep them on the farm. This would 
aid in the development of the agricultral 
resources of the State and increase its 
riches, thereby making better business 
for everybody, the travelers assert. 
Similar organizations to boost Gardner 
for Governor aré being formed in other 
lines of business. A lumberman’s club 
will be Organized in a few days. Hamp- 
ton Rothwell, a lawyer, who aided in the 
organization of the traveling men’s club, 
said that the Gardner-for-Governor 
movement was growing in every section 
of the State.

Lon V. Stephens, William 
Hi, Phelps of Carthage and Dr. John- 
ston are the candidates for the fourth 
place. 

Col. Phelps. whe is kimself a power 
in State politics, will have the active 
support of Joseph B. Shannon of Kan- 
sas City, who is now the controlling 
factor in Kansas City politics and has 
a following throughout the State. 

The State convention is likely to de- 
velop several bitter fights, not oniy 
over the four delegates at large, but 
over the election of a national commit- 
teeman, and the indorsement. of Gov, 
Major for Vice President.

There is not a man here who does not 
realize that {f a Pan-American union 
were effected the geople of the United 
States would never submit te thet. If 
you are going to have a union, the de- 
cisions of .which you are going to ac- 
cept only as you feel like it. Pan-Amer- 
icanism is not going to succeed. 

Union ef Trade to Consider. 

Then there is the union of trade. We 
should like to have a unilateral system 
of trade with the Latin-Americans 
Many men assured me, in no uncertain 
terms, that South America commercial- 
ly is a squeezed orange and that people 
who want to trade with South America 
ought to assume their own uncollectible 
debts. Of course, South America has 
been hard hit by the war. The point 
is, however, if you are going to have 
a Latin-American union, can you have 
a separate commercial union? It has 
been said that a direct trade relation 
is to be established; that this has been 
pending since the Pan-American Con- 
gress 25 years ago. The United States has 
never taken a step to bring the Latin- 
American Powers into direct trade re- 
lationship, except to pass the Dingley 
and the Aldrich tariff laws. When this 
war is over these people are more like- 
ly to trade with other nations than 
with us. 

There are certain things in our pres- 
ent Monroe Doctrine which are difficult 
te reconcile with the facets, and you 


must contront these difficulties; for

Monroe Doctrine a Necessity. 

But, after all, the Monroe Doctrine is 
a necessity. We cannot let go of it, and 
it will never let go of us, because the 
dangers inherent tn {t are permanent. 
[f Congress should abrogate the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, the next day there would 
be a general rush to grab territory. 
And that would soon lead te friction 
with our new neighbors and increase 
the probability of war. 

Are there any Powers that are 
likely to look for enlargement in 
America, and thus disturb the balance 
of power? It may be said that up to 
the outbreak of the war the Wuro- 
pean Powers lived up to the Menroe 
Doctrine. 

If any nation has such designs on 
our hemisphere, {t must be a great 
naval power, for no other can reach 
far enough. Great Britain has already 
a plethora of colonies. No one can 
foresee what will be her future, but 
it is pretty certain not to be one 
of aggression, It is more likely that 
the United States will wish to per- 
suade her to part with some of her 
islands in the Carfbbean, No one ex- 
pects the French to come across the 
sea. They already have all they can 
attend to with their ventures in Asia 
and Africa. 

The only Power in Wurope that 
does desire expansion {s Ger- 
many. Is Germany likely at any time 
to covet American territory? So far 
as we can judge human nature, so 
far as we can judge our own nature, 
it is not unlikely that the Germans 
may some day wish to act beneficent- 
ly toward some of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries to the south of us and 
rescue them from the danger of 
bankruptcy and dire demoralization, 
thus rendering those services of civ- 
llization which the United States has 
hitherto performed in absorbing five 
of them. 

Let us hope that the Lord will give us 
strength to throw a few stones at those 
who covet territory sufficiently near 
us to jeopardize the Monroe Doctrine, 
and heavier stones than they can threw. 

Cites the Case of Japan. 

Now as to Japan. To the Japanese we 
say: ‘“‘You are my brother, a man, a 
highly-bre@ man.” Nevertheless, high- 
bred men may have an ambition to ex- 
pand their power which will be prejudi- 
cial to the United States. 

The only word that needs to be epoken 
today is that you cannot have your Mon- 
roe Doctrine without paying for it. If 
we wish te make sure that our security 
is not invaded by the placing of colo- 
ries alongside of us upon the Ameri- 
can continents, there is only one way, 
end that is to put ourselves in such a 
condition of military, of naval, of com- 
mercial and transportation preparedness 
and, what is more important, in such ea 
condition of governmental efficiency, na- 
tional, state and municipal, that if any

‘KING SOLOMON,’ HEALER, DIES 


Former Associate With Dowle in 
Australia Led Religious Sect. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 17.—James William 
Wood, a self-styled “King Solomon,” 
who, a quarter of a century ago, headed 
the religious sect known as “The Army 
of the Lord,” died today, at the age of 
8. During the early 80’s Wood was a 
revivalist jn Australia, associated with 
“Prophet” Dowie in the trusteeship of 
a Baptist chapel, but later he came to 
England and engaged in faith healing. 
Being of striking figure, of patriarchal 
appearance, with leonine tace and whit» 


beard, he deeply impressed those wit’ 


of wealth and position. He acquired a 
building at Brighton, which he called 
‘The Sanctuary of Jehovah,” and, pre- 
siding there as “King Solomon,’”’ he 
established h‘s sect, “The Army of the 
Lord.”’ 

Many enthusiasts sold all their pos- 
sessions in order to go to live within 
the circle of his influence. Wood donned 
robes of purple and gold and sat on a 
throne, while his followers, men, women 
and children, danced before him in a 
central space until they fell exhausted 
at his feet. This and other sorts of 
emotional extravagance, however, be- 
came so repulsive to outsiders that riots 


occurred and Wocd and his sect were 
finally forced into obscurity.

ENGLISH GOVERNMENT WON'T LET 
10,000 IRISH POLICE ENLIST 


DUBLIN, March 11.—There is much 
irritation in Ireland over the action of 
the Government in refusing to the mem- 
bers of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
facilities to enlist. There are 10,000 of 
these policemen in Ireland. They are 
men of splendid physique and enough of 
them to form two battalions. Dublin 
Castle, which controls them, offers no 
cbjection. It {s the Treasury which 
stands in the way. The policemen, if 
they enlisted, would be exchanging 25 
shillings a week for a shilling a day. 
The Treasury, which has met this diffi- 
culty in the case of other public serv- 
ants, and the Government, which has 
urged on private employers the duty of 
setting their men free for the army by 
guaranteeing them all or part of their 
wages, will not, in the case of the Irish 
police, follow their own example and 
precept. There is thus a deadlock. John 
Redmond, tn the presence of the Lord 
Lieutenant and Chief Secretary, at a 
public meeting, has condemned this 
action of the Treasury. It is a serious 
hindrance to recruiting In Ireland, since 
it is 4ifficult to persuade people in the 
country districts of the urgency of the 
need for men when they see the police 
kept back, though at the present they 
have very little to do.

GERMAN INTRIGUE TO ESTRANGE | 
JAPAN AND U. S. ALLEGED 


Mikado’s Foreign Minister Tells 
America’s Friends Friendship of 
Two Countries Will Increase. 
TOKIO, March 11.—It is the belief of 
the Japanese Foreign Minister, Baron 
Tehii, that “a certain European‘ Power” 
in the past has endeavored to create dif- 
ferences between Japan and the United 
States to further its own ends. 
This opinion was expressed by the For-— 
eign Minister in a statement before the 
Association of America’s Friends. He 
gave it as his belief that the efforts of 
this European Power were exerted for 
the purpose of serving its own aaspira- 
tions for dominance. As this Power is 
now occupied with its own troubles, the 
Tsaron said, the source of intrigue has 
been removed. 
Relations between Japan and America 
have never been so good as today, he 
continued, and their friendship will be- 
come even more cordial, as should be 
the case. | 
The serni-official newspapers point out 
that there is no reason at present why 
Japan should emphasize the excellent 
relations with America, but they assert

GERMANY SEES NO 
REASON TO DISCUSS 
DEFENSIVE ARMS 


Secretary of Foreign Affairs 
Tells Post-Dispatch Man 


No Armament Can Be 
Used Defensively and Not 
Offensively. 


Von Jagow Says Germany Is 
Not Attempting to Change 
International Law in Ship 
Issue With U. S. 


Declares British Admissions 
That Merchantmen Are In- 
structed to Fire on ae 
Are Conclusive.

BERLIN, March 10.—(By wireless to 

Sayville, N. Y., March 11.)—On the 

ground that so-called ‘defensive arma- 

ment” on merchant ships lies not on the 
caliber of its guns but In the extent 
and purpose and use of such armament, 
the German Government cannot see its 
way clear to discuss with Secretary of 

State wansing what he may consider 

legitimate defensive armament. 
Berlin’s contention is that there is no 

such armament as can only be used 
defensively and not offensively. 

The German Government seems dis- 
posed to stick to its standpoint that; 


under modern conditions there can be 
no legal defensive act on the part of a 
peateful merchant ship against an at- 
tempt to search it to ascertain its 
character by a recognized warship, 
legality of which attempt is recognized 
by international law. Germany is not 
endeavoring to. change international 
law, but ig merely calling attention to 
the fact that time and conditions al- 
ready have brought about such a 
change, and now that the situation is 
presented for the first time, asks for a 
decision on such change fn accordance 
with the principles that rule equity and 
justice in every couhtry. 

These are some of the impressions I 
gathered today in a talk with Herr von 
Jagow, German Secrctary for Foreign 
Affairs. 

Basis for Contentions. 

‘The best evidence 'n law is admis- 
sion,” declared Her von Jagow. “We 
have proof of the highest kind; namely, 
admissions made by the other side, to 
the effect that British armed merchant- 
men do fire at sight on German subma- 
rines which may approach near enough 
for the legitimate purposes of ascertain- 
ing the nationality and character of a 
ship or, as the Government of the Unit- 
ed States insists, to stop and search it. 

‘The London Times of Feb. 10, in ar- 
guing for heavier guns for merchant 
ships, confirms the offensive character 
ef the secret instructions from the Brit- 
ish Admiralty to British merchantmen 
to act offensively and gives several 
cases of such offensive tactics. The

TORREON, Mexico, March 1i11.—Ten 
Mexican Generals in command of only 
100 men recently raided San Juan Gua- 
dalupe in Zacatecas and captured a 
German named Weiner, whom they held 
for ransom at 10,000 pesos. His com- 
patriots here raised the money and he 
was released.

TO.OPEN TAX BOOKS 
BEFORE MARGH 20 


Schramm Declares He Is Handi- 
capped by an Inadequate 
Clerical Force. 


BOARD TO MEET THEN 


Appeals by Taxpayers to Be 
Heard and Personal Property 
Returns Investigated. 


An effort will be made by Assessor 
Schramm to ce~plete the assessment 
b:oks sufficiently to open them for 
public inspection before Monday, 
March 20, when the Board of Exyuali- 
zation will meet to hear a) :als by 
taxpayers and to investigate personal 
property returns that are considered’ 
too low. 

Under the new charter, the Asses- 
sor may keep the books closed until 
the third Monda~ in March, whereas 
it was compulsory under the old char- 
ter to open the books to the public 
by the second Monday, thus giving 
taxpayers a full week in which to 
determine at what their realty -‘d 
personal property was assessed. 

The Board of Equalization is 
obliged to end its session by the Sat- 
urday of the fourth week after it con- 
venes, and it is possible that in a 
rush of business many appeals might 
have to be ignored for lack of time to 
consider them. If taxpayers could in- 
spect the books \-fore the board ses- 
sion begins, their_appeals could be 
filed early and a greater number 
could be dispose. of. 

Clerical Force Inadequate. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked Ass2ssor Schramm yesterday 
why he had advertised that the books 
would not be open until March 20, 
the assessor said it was because hia 
clerical force is inadequate to com- 
plete the work before that time. For 
the last three years it has been im- 
possible to.complete ‘i: books within 
the time allowed by law, .Assessor 
Schramm said, and it has been neces- 
sary, in many instances, for clerks to 
refer to plat books and other records 
so as to give desired information t7 
inquiring taxpayers. [ 

The change in the date for opening 
books was made by the Board of 
Freeholders without suggestion from 
him, Assessor Schramm said. He said 
it was evidently the intention of the 
freeholders to allow his office the 
greatest possible time for completing 
the books when it was stipulated they 
should be opened “on or before the 
third Monday in March.” 

Public Hearing Tomorrow. 

A public hearing will be conducted at 
8 p. m. tomorrow in the Board of Al- 
dermen chamber, by a special committee 
appointed Friday in response to a mes- 
sage from Mayor Kiel, to consider the 
form of a protest to the State Board 
of Equalization against. the low assess- 
ment of property in the counties, as 
compared with the assessment of prop- 
erty in St. Louis. 

Announcement of the estimated assess- 
ment of real and personal property in 
the State this year was made last week 
by the State Board of Equalization and 
indicates that St. Louis will pay about 
37 per cent of the general taxes of the 
State, although St. Louls’ population !s 
only 20 per cent of that of the State. 
The total assessment for the State is 
estimated at $1,734,070,331, and the as- 
sessment of St, Louis is estimated offi- 
erally at $642,138,790. 

The basis of assessment in St. Louis 
is 70 per cent of the actual value of real 
estate, while in some counties it is said 
to be as low as 10 per cent of the actual 
value. 


CIVIC LEAGUE

Recording Tax on Mortgages 
and Commission to Study 
Problems Proposed.

‘30,000 MENNEEDED 


TO ROUND UP VILLA, 
IS ARMY'S OPINION 


Officers on Border Believe Task 
Is Hopeless With Only 
5000 Troops. 


WILL CARRANZISTAS AID? 


This Problem ‘and Likelihood 
Bandit May Become Hero, 
Worries U. S. Observers.

A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
COLUMBUS, N. M., Marth 11.—The 


military expedition to Mexico for the 
Purpose of capturing Villa has little 
chance of success, aceording to men of: 
excellent judgment in the border army. 
Tt also has a very good chance of being 
well whipped. 

Under certain contingencies 5000 invad- 
ers entering Mexico would administer a 
sound drubbing to the army of 3000 which 
Villa now has with him, if the Amert- 
Cans could ever find him and force a 
battle. But if the Americans ever reach 


him, which ts doubtful, he ‘wil) probably 
have a much better force than-thet. 

Villa, bandit leader and rebel against 
the government of Carranza, and Villa, 
the defender of Mexico against the 
“gringo’’ invasion, are likely to be en- 
tirely different figures. Villa, it is 
feared by army men, will recover his 
great popularity in that role and in all 
probability men will flock to him. He 
probably will be able to arm and equip 
them. He has strong and wonderful 
methods of doing this. When his needs 
become great he finds the money, -Cer-| 
tain gentlemen of European Hneage are 
under close surveillance by United States 
secret service men, suspected of supply- 
ing these funds. 

Have Hammer, but Ne Anvil. 

“Using our expeditionary forces as a 
hammer, we would be able to crush 
Villa, tf ‘we Had the anvil,” said an 
army officer today. “But the shadowy, 
uncertain Carranza line upon which we 
must drive him is like @ rubber anvil. . 

“We will be operating’ in “a” ‘hostile | 
country. Villa will have the active or 
passive assistance of almost every citi- 
gen. We will be forced to assume that 
virtually everybody we see is a Villa 
spy. His information of our movements 
and force will be accurate, swift and 
complete. Our information of him, on 
the other hand, will be very misty.’’ 

Villa {is presumed to be at Guzman, 
which is south of this point. There are 
nc railroads there and a column, to take 
a “hot trail,’’ as Mr. Lansing said, would 
o* necessity go the way that Villa went. 

Cavalry could do this, but an imposing 
train of army wagons and automobile 
trucks would be necessary to keep it 
in supplies. Our army will not livé off 
the country as Villa does and the coun- 
try over which Villa has passed will not 
be in condition to supply another army 
soon. 

Mexicans Traineq and Hardened. 

The attitude of the Carranza troops, 
whatever action the Carranza Govern- 
ment takes, fs another question. Few 
Americans believe that the soldiers will 
not turn against the Invaders. 

Americans like to think that their sol- 
diers are worth from two to five Mex- 
fcans, but there is unfortunately noth- 
ing at hand to support this except our 
confidence in ourselves. 

Mexico has been in a state of war for 


! 


five years. Her men are trained and}. 


hardened soldiers and their immediate 
“shot” courage is high. They fail in 
continued stress under trying conditions. 
The men wounded and captured at Co- 
lumbus, except one boy, were good, big 
men, as Mexicans go, well clothed and 
armed with excéilént mausers. 

If our force of 8000 men runs across 
Villa with 7000 or 8000 men and both 
commanders elect to fight, there will be 
SOME fighting. The Americans may 
win and they may not. They may drift 
back to the border to await reinforce- 
ments. 

Army officers point out that a force 
of 5000 or 10,000 men will be woefully in- 
adequate for an operation of the magni- 
tude of this, unless the Carranza Gov- 
ernment and army earnestly aid us. 
Considering the feeling which has been 
growing for five years, the intense bit- 
terness, racial and otherwise, which ex- 
ists between Americans and Mexicans, 
it is almost tmpossible for our army men 
to concelve of a Carranza force meet- 
ing an American force on the soil of 
Mexico and rendering assistance. 

*Necessary to Hold Territory. 

Assuming that every Mexican must be 
treated as an active or passive friend 
of Villa, tt will become necessary un- 
der the ordinary and usual custom o* 
war to occupy and hold and absolutely 
control the territory entered until the 
object of the expedition is accom- 
plished. 

Five thousand cavalry could not do 
this. That number is barely sufficient 
to continue the chase. Additional troops 
must be found to hold the territory en- 
tered, keep open the lines of communi- 
eation with the base and to support the 
advance. 


The most plausible plan, and the one 
that Villa's strategy probably will try 
to circumvent is for three columns to 
enter Mexico. One of these will take 
the tral) of his forces retreating from 
Columbus, One either side of this move- 
ment will be columns designed to cut 
eff his retreat east or west.

‘Whether: the Lat- 
in-American countrtes view the expe- 
dition as “armed intervention” or 
merely a punitive measure will de- 
pend on the position Carranza takes.

ESCAPE CONFLICT 


EL PASO, Tex., March 11.—The Mor- 
mon colony of Casas Grandes, Chihua- 
hua, is no longer in danger from at- 
tack by bandits, according to Gen. Ga- 
briel Gavira, commandant at Juarez. 
Gavira stated that sufficient reinforce- 
ments had been sent into the district 
to protect the foreigners and that the 
refugee train held in readiness to leave 
for the North, probably would not be 
sent. 

The only train expected tonight from 
the South was a special carrying Gen. 
Luis Gutierrez from Chihuahua to Jua- 
rez, where he is to confer with Gen. 
Gavira. ' 
In Bl Paso some apprehension was 
aroused among the authorities by the 
large number of Mexicans crossing into 
Texas, but investigation showed that 
they came to get out of the range of 
any conflict. Many declared they had 
seen enough of war. 

Rumors concerning Villa recruiting 
agents operating in Juarez have not 
stood the test of inquiry. 

The border is closely patrolled by the 
Americans now in an effort to catch any 
contraband arms that may be passing 
through to the Villistas. The regular 
army of Mexico is given every facility 
in the way of obtaining supplies, and 
Gen. Bertani has placed a large order 
in El Paso. :

An official translation of Gen. Car- 
ranza’s dispatch given out at the State 
Department makes it read at the con- 
clusion: 

“Addresses the Government of the 
United States requesting the necessarv 
permission for Mexican forces to cross 
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Man Likely to Command Troops 
in Mexico Won Promotion 
in Philippines. 


Brigadier-General John J. Pershing, 
who will probably command the 
Villa expedition, ig a native Mis- 
sourian. His promotion to Brigadier- 
General followed the gallant services 
in the Philippines, where he first 
served as a Captain, and was given to 
him over the heads of 862 superior 
offivers ty President Roosevelt in 
1900. His promotion was made after 
an investigation of charges against 
Capt. Pershing of misconduet in Ma- 
nila, and after he had been exoner- 
ated. 

Pershing was born in Laclede, Linn 
County, Mo., in 1864. He was ap- 
pointed to West Point in 1882, and 
upon his graduation he chose the 
cavalry service and was assigned to 
the Sixth Cavalry in 1886. 

In 1906 he was married in Wash- 
ington toe Miss Frances Warren, 
daughter of Francis E. Warren, 
United States Senator from Wyoming. 

Ten years later, while Gen. Persh- 
ing was et El Paso, Tez., in command 
of the Bighth Brigade, Mrs. Pershing 
and their three daughters, Helen, 
Anne and Margaret, 8, 7, and 6 years 
old, were suffocated during a fire in 
their quarters at the Presidio In San 
Franciseo. Warren Pershing, 5 years 
old, was rescued by servants. 

Pershing’s career during the Phil- 
ippine uprisings, was one of contin- 
ued brilliancy. He reduced 10 native 
forts and won numerous victories 
against great odds. He first distin- 
guished himself as a Captain in the 
Fifteenth Cavalry, stationed on the 
island of Mindanao, by leading nu- 
merous expeditions against the Moros. 
For three months the dispatches re- 
garding his work were simply a re- 
cital of victories against a foe with 
whom it was unusually hard to deal. 

In 1911, when the Moros started a 
inew uprising, Gen. Pershing was sent 
against them again. Battles were 
fought almost daily by his men 
against superior forces. Losses were 
heavy upon both sides, but he finally 
disarmed the Moros. It was during 
this campaign that he was made Gov- 
ernor of Mindanao, in addition to re- 
tainig his position tn the army. He 
continued to act as Governor until 
1914, when he returned -to the United 
States. 

Pershing served for several years 
as Military Attache at the American 
Embassy at Tokio and he has been 
decorated by the Mikado. He has 
been mentioned at times for appoint- 
ment as superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy at West 
Point. 

One of the early exploits credited to 
Pershing was in 1889, when in command 
of Troop A at Fort Wingate, he _ set 
out with 10 men to rescue some cowboys 
from 100 well-armed Zuni Indians. Per- 
shing succeeded in rescuing the cowboys 
and quieting the Indians. 

In August, 188, Pershing, then a 
lieutenant, was complimented by Gen. 
Miles because he had marched his 
troop with its pack train 146 miles in 
46 hours, bringing in every man and 
horse in good condition. In 1886 he was 
officially commended for his “‘judgment 
and discretion” in a campaign against 
the Cree Indians. 

In writing to a friend regarding some 
of his engagements in the Philippines, 
Pershing described the capture of Baco- 
lod, where 100 Moros and only three 
Americans were killed, as follows: 

“Our matin obstacle in reaching the 
fort was a ditch 35 feet wide and 40 feet 
deep. The fight began in a rainsterm 
and it was necessary to bridge the ditch 
with fallen trees and bamboo. Our lines 
advanced in the face of a heavy fire 
against two fronts of the fort, putting 
out of business every Moro that ap- 
peared. 

“When our lines were within fifty 
yards the bridge was completed by the 
men assigned to the work, the trees hav- 
ing been cut previously and hauled as 
near the ditch as possible. Thirty min- 
utes later the assaulting infantry swung 
across and clambered up nearly in line 
to the top of the parapet. Here they 
were met with kampilan and kris and a 
bloody hand-to-hand fight occurred, one 
soldier against two Moros. It was, as a 
whole, a scene never to be forgotten.”

LITTLE PROGRESS TOWARD 
STABILIZING GOVERNMENT 


He Is Hard Pressed to Meet Expenses; Paper] ~ 
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Theoretically Worth 50 Cents American 


Gold Brings 3 to 5 Cents.

CITY oF MEXI O. March 6—Nearly 
five months have elapsed since the Car- 
ranza Government was recognized by 
the United States. Is Carranza getting 
anywhere? 

Carranza, when questioned by Wash- 
ington on the subject of what he could 
do toward restoring normal conditions 
in Mexico if recognition should be ac- 
corded him, pfomised to pacify the 
country, to restore and maintain rail- 
Way communication, to reopen mail 
Service, to protect foreign interests, 
and as speedily as circumstances might 
permit, to ré-establish constitutional 
gcovernment. 

There is a vast difference between 
Carranza and his government and con- 
stitutional government in Mexico. Car- 
ranza is not now governing constitu- 
tionally; he is governing by decree. His 
government is a military government 
pure and simple. Certain functions of 
the civil arm of the Government, such 
as some of the judicial processes, have 
been resumed. But that i# about all. 

Carranza has promised to swing away 
from government by decree and the im- 
position of the power of the militery 
arm as speedily as may be. Conditions 
probably will postpone this consumma- 
tion indefinitely. 

Zapata Net Affected, 

Befere the wheels of the Carranza 
band wagon scarcely had begun” to 
turn under the propulsive force of Wash- 
ington’s recognition, seats were at @ 
premium. Villa lost heavily by the 
landslide to Carranza. Zapata was not 
affected, Carranza had been able to 
do no business with the Oaxaca leaders. 
Neither has he succeeded in imposing 
hig authority upon the disagreeable and 
Chronically dissenting Zapata to any 
conspicuous, extent. 

The Indian strain in Oaxaca is re- 
bust, fierce, warlike and independent. 

Gen. Pablo Gonzales has started out 
to rid Morelos of the Zapatistas and 
bring the State under Carranza’s author- 
ity. If Gonzales succeeds he will ac- 
complish more than any of. the dozen or 
so commanders—Porffrista, Maderista 
and Huertista—who have tried in the 
last five years. 

Thus it may be seen that in the 
way of restoring peace Carranza has 
up to this time accomplished some- 
thing, but to a4 considerable extent 
through the operation of the band- 
wagon principle among those who. 
before recognition, either opposed him 
actively or were lukewarm toward 
his cause. 

Carranza has opened up the rail- 
ways. Traffic is now proceeding sub- 
normally—very much subnormally as 
to speed, equipment, number of trains 
in service, etc., on a majority of the 
prineipal railroads in the republic, 
The lines are in a woeful plight for 
lack of care, engines and material of 
all sorta. 

Vain efforts have been put forth to 
obtain credit for equipment and ma- 
terials —20 to 80 million dollars’ worth 
is needed—or a loan for that purpose 
in the United States. 

Carranza is notoriously in straits 
financially. The financial situation 
grows worse daily. 

Revolutionary paper currency Is the 
chief of the ills that beset Mexico 
financially. No one knows the total 
ef the paper money that has been 
ground out by the constitutionalist 
printing presses since 1913. 

Villista or other issues that have 
officially been repudiated by Carranza 
now have no value.

—& goodly proportion ef which by de- 
cree must be paid in Mexican gold— 
are large, even in their present depleted 
and curtailed total, Carranza is hard 
put to it to pay even the bills that must 
be paid for running the gevernment. 
And only expenses that cannot be 
shirked are being settled. 

It is an open secret that Carranza 
now understands that there fen't the 
ghost of a show for him, or any one 
else who may come to head the govern- 
ment, to obtain In the United States 
the loan that must be had as a neces- 
sary factor in adjusting the finances of 
the republic. Business, as a whole, is 
profoundly depressed all over the re- 
rublic. There is virtually ne éevelop- 
ment or promotion work under way, 
save in the oll industry. 

People Net Starving. 

Fairly authentic and complete reports 
from all parts of the country do not in- 
dicate that the population, regardless 
of lack of work, high prices of neces- 
sities and other handicaps, are either 
starving or in immediate danger of 
starvation. Poverty hee increased and 
the people seem to striggle along with- 
out being reduced to the extreme stress 
that other peoples more wonted to a 
better scale-df living than the Mexicans 
would have reached long before this 
under similar circumstances. 

It would be folly to essay a prediction 
as to the chances of Carranza maintain- 
ing himself. Thus far he has, Wheth- 
er he is weaker or stronger with the 
people than in October ts a question. 
No one can tell, 

Taking it by and large, and without 
going too much into detail, it dees 
seem that, on the face of the facts as 
they now exist, there are more thumbs 
in Mexico turned down for Carransa 
than there are turned up—meaning by 
upturned thumbs the facts that speak 
for the progress he has made in the @i- 
rection of stabilizing the government 
since recognition, and by down-turned 
thumbs those that indicate retrogres- 
sion or standing still.

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GERMANS STRIKING BLINDLY 
BY LAND, TO FOLLOW SOON 
BY SEA, NORTHCLIFFE SAYS 


British Publisher Declares Nation Is in Position 
of Besieged City, and That Crown Prince Is 
Gambling With Human Life at Verdun. 


LONDON, March 11.—Lord North- 
cliffe, who has just visited the Ver- 
dun battlefield, in a message to the 
Weekly Despatch, declares that Ver- 
dun is a great deal more interesting 
than important. The newspaper pub- 
lisher continues: 

“It does not need a personal visit 
to the battlefield to realize this. If 
the Germans think that an attack 
on the unarmed and dismantled forts 
of Verdun opens the road to Paris, 
they have a very faint notion of the 
French preparations and the French 
power of resistance,” 

Comparing the present German 
troops with those who fought early 
in the war, Baron Northcliffe says: 

Teuton Captives Show Fight. 

“Last week I saw German prison- 
ers who had escaped the hellish fire 
of thé French 75s’ at Verdun. Where 
had gone those splendid stalwarts 
captured at the battle of the Marne? 
Much of the rank and file now left 
of the Germans is undersized and 
badly dressed, with faces that bear a 
look of fright that seems as if it 
would last a lifetime. Their appear- 
ance is such as to move a heart of 
stone. * * * With two exceptions 
among those with whom I spoke af 
were utterly weary of warfare and 
begged to be told when peace could 
be expected. 

“The fact about the whole war.-is 
that Germany is in the position of a 
besieged city, and she is striking out 


blindly by land at Verdun. She will 
presently, I am convinced strike out 
by sea.” 

Turning to the actual fighting at 
Verdun, Lord Northcliffe says: 

“Not a word is hinted in anything 
sent out from Germany of the hor- 
rible slaughter to which the German 
troops have been subjected this week. 
Thursday was a black day for Ger- 
mans when, drugged with ether, the 
men came on in mass formation to 
be mown down by the French 76s’ 
and machine guns, as usual. 

Big Gamble With Human Life. 

“Reports published in the English 
newspapers from Paris are to my 
personal knowledge, on the whole 
most accurate, and they show that 
for one or many reasons the Crown 
Prince is gambling with human life 
to an extent unprecedented even in 
this war.” 

Baron Northcliffe asserts that “if 
the Germans possess a number of 
guns of greater caliber than those 
used by the English and French they 
have no weapons in their army equal 
to the French ‘75,’ or gunners at all 
comparable to the Frenchmen.” 

Discussing the western theater as 
a whole, Lord Northcliffe says that 
the “allied Wefensive wall right across 
France, in so far as attaining any 
definite military position is con- 
cerned, is absolutely impregnable. 
This remark may equally apply to 
the German line across France and 
Belgium.”

Berlin Says Carbeaux and Cu: on 


Woods Have Been Cleared of French. 

BERLIN, via London, March 11.— 
Capture of French positions 1400 yards 
wide and about two-thirds of a mile 
aeep, south of Ville-aux-Bois, near 
ttheims, was announced today by the 
War Office. 

Rheims is about 60 miles west and 
north of Verdun. 

The statement says: 

“Saxon regiments stormed with very 
slight !osses strongly fortified positions 
in the wood sectors southwest and 
south of Ville-au-Bois, 11 miles north- 
west of Rheims, over a width of abou* 
1400 yards, and for a depth of about 
two-thirds of a mile. Twelve uninjured 
officers and 725 uninjured men fell into 
our hands. The booty consisted of ons 
revolver cannon, five machine guns 
and 18 mine throwers. 

“On the western bank of the Meuss 
(Verdun region) the last positions still 
held by the French in the Bois des 
Corbeaux and the Bois de Cumfieres 
were cleared df enemies. Enemy coun- 
ter attacks delivered with strong forces 
against the southern boundary of these 
woods and against the German posi- 
tions further to the west broke down 
under the fire of our defense. 

“On the eastern bank of the Meuse 
very lively artillery activity reigned, 
especially in the neighborhood nortb- 
east of Bras, to the west of the vil- 
lage of Vaux and of Fort Vaux and 
at several points on the Woevre plain.

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IN VERDUN BATTLE 
AT FEW THOUSAND 


Total Said to Include Operations 
From First Attack; but Not 
on West Bank of River. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 10, via London, 

March 11.—The German losses in the 
Verdun operations up to the end of 
last week, though accurately and offi- 
cially unknown, are said to reach a total 
of only a few thousand in killed, wound- 
ed and missing, according to a state- 
ment obtained from an authoritative 
source. 
This total includes the losses in driv- 
ing the first breach in the French posi- 
tion north of Verdun, the capture of 
successive ridges of this wood and the 
forest region down to the actual works 
of the fortress and the storming of 
Fort Douaumont, but not the opera- 
tions on the west bank of the river. 

It is interesting to contrast these fig- 

ures, military officials point out, with 
the fantastic accounts in some of the 
French and English newspapers on men 
being mowed down so thickly by ma- 
chine gun and shrapnel fire that they 
had no room to fall and were left stand- 
ing in shocks. 
Details of the attack on Fort Vaux, 
published here, show that the genera! 
attack began March 7.' Heavy batter- 
ies, which by them had tested the 
ranges, kept the region of Douaumont 
under continuous heavy fire during the 
entire day, and after a period of intense 
gun fire an infantry attack was launched 
in the evening at 8 o’clock. 

Covered by a hail of shells, which 
kept down the fire of the French bat- 
teries and infantry, German regiments 
pressed steadily forward until late in 
the night, when a brilliant storm gave 
them possession of Fort Vaux.

can’t Be Cut Off From South, 
To the south, Villa’s only resistance 


will be the Carranza troops, an un- 
known quantity in the present condition 
and a doubtful one at best. It is pure 
fancy to presume that any American 
expeditions can get under way in time 
to cut Villa off from the south. Villa 
rode with an army of: approximately 
3000 men from Colonia Hernandez, Chi- 
huahua, to attack Columbus, in eight 
days. It was more than 400 miles as he 
went. Our men will hardly be ready 
to entrain for the south within eight 
days of the time he started south again. 
So it is fair to presume he could again 
reach the refuge of his mountain home 
before our men take up the chase. 

The San Andreas country is known as 
the Villa stronghold, and if our men are 
able to run him to bay, it probably 
will be there. That is where Villa has 
the most friends, where he has always 
fought best and where he and his men 
know every path, ravine, canyon and 
spur. 

If such is his desire, he can easily 
reach this country to make his stand 
against the “‘gringoes.’’ 

Some of the younger officers of the 
army, stung by the attack here and not 
worn in the wars, hold that the correct 
military move would be to take the five 
regiments of cavalry most available and 
start immediately on the trail from Co- 
lumbus, relying on supplies and com- 
munications to be arranged after their 
departure.

The main 
object of the training is to give an 
opportunity to American women t9 
acquire sufficient special] training to 
be of use in time of war or national 
calamity. 

No student will be enrolled for less 
than two weeks, and plans are being 
made to accommodate 500 girls, 209 
resident students and 300 day pupils, 
each fortnight. The school will be 
open to all native-born women above 
18 years of age, whose applications 
are acceptable to the committee. in 
charge and who are members, or in- 
tend to become members, of the wom- 
an’s section of the Navy League.

First Semi-Detailed Story of In- 
tervention in Rebellion Given 
by Colonel Commanding.

PHILADELPHIA, March 11.— 
izing an interview which gives the first) 
semi-detailed story of United States in- 
tervention last fall in the rebellion in’ 
Hayti, Col. Littleton W. T. Waller, 
Senior Colonel of the U. 8. Marine) 
Corps, today admitted that the forces 


which he led to the island killed 00 na- 
tives. 

This is the first statement dealing with , 
casualties on the other side that has 
been given in this country. The only 
report on this feature of the situation 
that has been issued from Washington 
said 22 United States sailors had been 
killed. 

Col. Waller verified the accuracy of 
@ story in.a Philadelphia paper which 
was based on a talk with him and said 
in part: 

“The estimate that no less than 50 
Haitiens were shot down by the Amer- 
ican troops before order was restored 
is based on the number of known dead 
and the number of wounded who died 
fot want of medical treatment. The 
Haitiens absolutely defied the Americans 
and employed all the schemes of gueril- 
{a warfare to kill off the marines and 
bluejackets who were detailed to land 
duty frem the several United States 
battleships that lay at anchor in Hal- 
tien waters, 

Machine Guns .on Concealed Enemy. 

“Of the 500 rebels who were not killed 
outright by the American bullets, about 
850 succumbed to disease contracted as 
they lay wounded in bushes. At times 
the American officers, In self-defense, 
were compelled to turn the full force 
of the hot machine guns directly into | 
a place of concealment from which rebel : 
bullets were wildly emerging. In only a 
few instances did the rebels face A, 
American 4roops in regular battle line, 
and after they felt the true aim of the 
khaki-clad -boys they depended en- 
tirely on sniping. 

‘Phe Haitiens neither knew nor cared 
to learn how to save the lives of their 
injured... The wounded lay for days suf- 
fering agonies, the Americans learned 
efter peace had been restored. None 
but little parties of rebels who were with 
the wounded men knew of the injuries, 
and the injured ones’ companions scemed 
not to care what became of them. 

“Seven strong forts were taken, one 
by means of a thrilling hand-to-hand 
engagement, in which American bay- 
onets proved Superior to those of the 
révolutionists. All the forts were locat- 
ed at the tops of mounts and hills, and 
all were plentifully supplied with sol- 
diers who knew little of military life. 

“Twenty-two Americans were. shot 
down or died from wounds, all of thern 
practically shot from ambush. Not u 
man was lost in the vicious fights at 
the forts, so efficient were the maneu- 
vers of the veteran Colonel.”’ 

When Col. Walker first reacheti the 
island tite rebel leaders promised to de- 
sist from fighting, but as soon as he 
returned to Port au Prince, fighting was 
resumed in the North. A force of 500 
meén was sent there and fighting stopped 
until November, when a Sergeant was 
shot. and killed from ambush. 
Campaign Follows Death of Sergeant. 

Col. Wailer was notified of the killing 
and felt justified in making a cam- 
paign. He had been ordered not to shoot 
until shot ai, so here was his oppor- 
tunity. He erderéd an aggréssive cam- 
paign when he took up his headquar- 
ters at Leirou, in the midst of the fight- 
ing. From tieré he dispatched compa- 
hies of marines into the mountainous 
sections, where many of the revolutPbn. 
ists had flel and many an interesting 
engagement was fought. 

Then he gave an order that certain 
forts should be taken during thé ear :y 
part of November. Most of them were 
easily taken and blown up when the 
rebels fled at the first machine gun 
fusillade, which could never have dam- 
aged the forts.

Louis, as to the safety’ of the parents 
and other near relatives of Hovanes F.

TO THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery, Consisting of 
About 4000 Men, Could Move Within 48 
Hours, Says Adjt.-Gen. O'Meara. 


The services of the Missouri National 
Guard, consisting of artillery, infantry 
and cavalry, were formally offered tv 
the War Department for employment in 
Mexico, in a telegram sent yesterday 
from Jefferson City by Adjutant-Genera!l 
Jvuhn B, O'Meara, acting In accord with 
Brigadier-General H. C. Clark of Ne- 
vada. The telegram requested that if 
it is decided to send any extra troo s 
to the border that the Missouri militia 
be accorded an early right to go. 

The Adjutant-General told a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent at the capital 
last night that the Missouri troops have 
all the necessary equipment , except 
borses and that it could be ready to4 


The Missouri militia consists of four 
regiments oi infantry, a battalion of ar- 
tillery, compysed of three batteries of 
four guns each, one troop of cavalry, % 
signal corps, hcspital corps and a com- 
plete staff of general officers, making 
about 4000 men in all.

In the event the guardsmen are called 
they probably will get five days in 
which to arrange their personal affairs.

The Funsten firm has 135,000 each of 
skunk and opossum and 160,000 rac- 
coon, Lampson has 280,000 skunks, 
but only 70,000 opossums and 406,000 
raccoons. Of silver foxes, the high- 
ett-priced furs on the market, Funsten 
rh s 80600 and Lampson has only 460. 
Fouke has been informed that the 
Lampson people expect their sale to 
total $1,000,000. 

300 Buyers Expected Here. 

The Funsten company alse has 
1700 white foxes and 14600 cross fox- 
es, while the London house has none 
of the former and only 200 of the 
latter. These also are costly furs. 
For this sale furs have been shipped 
to St. Louis from many parts of the 
world. Thousands of foxes, ermine, 
Sables and martenga have come from 
Russia. Canada has furnished some 
fine foxes, wolves and bear. The 
muskrat, skunk, opossum and rac- 
coon come in greatest numbers from 
the American etates. 

It is expected that at least 3200 
buyers will be here. They will begin 
to arrive about Wednesday and will 
ingpect the furs, which have been 
graded and asserted in lots at the 
Funsten warehouse, First and Olive 
streets. The auction will be held at 
the Funsten Fur Exchange, Second 
and Elm streetg,

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KNOW YOUR CAR 
AN ANALYSIS 
OF THE MOTOR 


RE TS 


By WILLIAM H. STEWART, JR., 
President stewart Automobile School, 

Beginning what promises to be one of 
the greatest years the automobilé has 
seen, it is fitting to call the attention ot 
motorists and motorists-to-be to the im- 
portance of knowing their cars. There 
will be more owner-drivers this year 
than ever before, and it is to this great 
class of automobile enthusiasts that this 
series of articles is directed. 

The idea is to treat in detail of motor 
car construction and operation, and there 
is no reason why the reader who follows 
the series closely: should not understand 
the parts of the automobile thoroughly 
and also the why and wherefore of 
everything. 

I shall endeavor to treat of technical 
matters in a clear and understandable 
manner so that the untechnical reader 
may get as much out of the series as the 
man who already has a leaning toward 
mechanics and a general knowledge of 
things technical. 

In the first article it 1s my intention to 
explain as briefly as possible the work- 
ing principle of the four-cycle type auto- 
mobile engine. 

The beginner must first familiarize 
himse!l’ with the names of the parts 
which make up the gas engine and the 
functions of each part. While different 
makes of motor. cars use different mo- 
tors, nevertheless the fundamental prin- 
ciples involved are the same. That is to 
say, while motors are designed differ- 
ently and look differently to the casual 
observer, in principle they are more or 
less the same. 

In a gas engine three fundamentals 
are necessary, namely, an explosive mix- 
ture, compression of this mixture and 
ignition. Eliminate any one of these 
and the motor is practically useless from 
an efficiency standpoint. From the fore- 
going it will be noted that in order ts 
obtain a compressed charge of gas into 
the cylinder ready for ignition certain 
functions must be performed by the 
working parts. 


Assuming an explosive mixture ready 
for the cylinder, the question arises as 
to how this is transformed to useful 
power. In the first place the charge of 
gas must be let into the cylinder, com- 
pressed, fired and the waste products of 
combustion exhausted. 

This brings us down to four working 
strokes of the piston, namely, suction 
stroke, compression stroke, firing stroke 
and exhaust stroke. 

At this point let. us refer to the draw- 
ing in order to become familiar with the 
parts mentioned. 

“A’’ ig the exhaust cam shaft gear at- 
tached to cam shaft which operates the 
exhaust valve. 

“B” is the intake cam shaft gear oper- 
ating the intake valve. 

“C” is the main crank shaft crear 
which drives ‘‘A’’ and “B.”’ 

“D” is the main.crank shaft. 

Time gears “‘A”™ and “B” have twice 
as many teeth as crank shaft gear ‘“‘C’’ 
and therefore operate at half time to 
~—" 

“E” is connecting rod attached to off- 
set crank pin of crank shaft ‘“D”’ and 
piston “K.” 

The piston ‘‘K”’ travels up and down 
in. the cylinder through the successive 
strokes above mentioned; namely, suc- 
tion, compression, firing and exhaust. 

There are two valves ‘‘G,"’ one aa in 
take valve to admit the fresh gases to 
the cylinder and the other an exhaust 
Velve to permit the burned gases to 
escape. 

As piston *‘K” travels away from the 
head of the cylinder a vacuum is created 
which ig concentrated at intake vaive 
“G" as it opens. A charge of gas is 
tnus drawn into the cylinder as the 
piston travels outward. 

Connecting rod *‘E” at the point of at- 
tachment to the crank pin of “D’ de 
scribes a circle. Assuming piston ‘‘K’: 
ac its furthest point from the cylinder 
head and the chamber filled with gas, 
the next operation or stroke after the 
completion of the suction stroke is to 
compress this charge of gas. To ac- 
complish this of course both intake and 
exhaust valves must be absolutely air- 
tight. As the crank pin passes throug) 
the arc at “bottom center” and wup 
the piston travels upward, compressing 
the charge of gas. At “top center,” or 
when the piston is nearest the cylinde- 
head, the charuve is fully compressed 
and ready for ignition. At this moment 
the ignition system is so timed that it 
delivers the spark at spark plug “N.” 
This spark is to the charge of gas what 
the percussion cap is to the loaded gun. 

When the compressed charge of sas 
is ignited the piston is instantly forced 
outward due to the expansion of the 
burning charge, thereby delivering 
tnrough piston “‘K” and connecting rod 
“E” a rotary motion to crank’ shaft 
“D.” This is called the power stroke. 
After this has taken place considerable 
Waste products of combustion must be 
eliminated from the cylinder in order to

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end exhaust stroke. From the forego- 
ing it will be noted that the power 
stroke is the only impulse stroke. 

The necessity for proper valve timing 
becomes apparent. The intake valve 
must open when the piston begins to 
travel downward and it must close at a 
certain point to prevent the piston push- 
ing this charge out of the cylinder when 
it begins to travel upward on the com- 
pression stroke again. Likewise the ex- 
haust valve must open at a point after 
the expansive force of the firing charge 
has been exerted on the pistons. This is 
usually just before the piston reaches 
bottom center of the firing stroke. sike- 
wise the exhaust valve closes when the 
piston has made the full travel upward, 
thereby eliminating all the burned gases, 
Motors of various makes differ slightly 
as to valve timing. 

It must also be ‘noted that the timing 
gears “A” and “B” turn at half time 
to erank shaft ‘“‘D.” To complete the 
four strokes of the piston crank shaft 
“DD”. must make two complete revolu- 
tions, \In the meantime, however, the 
intake Valve opens only on the suction 
stroke; the exhaust valve opens only 
on thé exhaust stroke. Hence the ne- 
cessity for timing gears being driven at 
half time speed: 

The cam -shaft:*"M’ carries the cam 
which operates valve push rods ‘Lh.’ 
The cam is an egg-shaped device at- 
tached to the cam shaft, which in ro- 
tating lifts push rod “‘L,’’ thereby open- 
ing valve “‘G,’’ against the resistance uf 
Valve springs ‘‘H,'’ these valve springs 
being necessary to insure quick action of 
the valves. The valve push rod rollers 
“T’’ are installed to permit noiseless 
operation and they should follow closely 
the contour of*the cam. The valve 
springs, of proper design, insure this. 

At recat “I,” there is an opening be- 


~ 


tween valve stem and valve push rod. 
This device permits an adjustment of 
the valve push rod to take care of wear 
at this point and elsewhere in the valve 
mechanism. ; 

Again let refer to cylinder and 
piston. “S”" represents compression 
space wherein the charge of gas is com- 
pressed to approximately 65 pounds be- 
fore being ignited. In an explosive type 
motor there is considerable heat which 
sets up expansion of the metals. For 
this reason the piston cannot be a tight 
fit in cylinder. There must be suffi- 
cient space to permit proper lubrication. 
Otherwise if metal expands undue fric- 
tion will arise. The piston, therefore, 
must have piston rings, ‘J,”’ which are 
flexible and prevent air leaks in com- 
pressing the charge. Likewise these 
rings prevent lubricating oil from work- 
ing into the combustion chamber. Usu- 
ally there are three rings placed at the 


top of the piston for this purpose. 

As mentioned previously, the internal 
type combustion engine depends for its 
power upon the number of heat units 
liberated. The gas engine is most effi- 
cient when hot. Nevertheless, it must 
be maintained at'a temperature which 
will permit of proper lubrication. At 
certain temperatures the oil ceases to 
be a. lubricant. Therefore, it is neces- 
sary for the cylinder to be water cooled 
in order to maintain a. normal temper- 
ature;; Hence the radiator and cooling 
system,“ which will be treated eater, «

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NATURAL HABITS A 
GUIDE IN PENNING 
OF BREEDING HENS 


White Rocks Win in February, 
but R. Il. Reds Lead in Egg- 
Laying Contest. 


By Cc. T, PATTERSON, 
Pathologist Missourt Poultry Experi- 
ment Station, Mountain ony 
During the breeding season it is ad- 


vis ble to pen the best birds in order 
to hatch from them that the flock may 
be improved. 

It is too often the case that hens are 
taken from the range and placed in a 
close pen without proper conditions to 
make and keep them healthy, happy and 
profitable, There is no question but 
that the hen which has free range, 
where she can select her own food as 
as get proper exercise, will do 
better work producing eggs, and that 
the eggs are more fertite and the 
chicks hatched are stronger than the 
hen whieh is penne@ without proper 
conditions. 

in order to supply the proper condi- 
we should study 
their natural habits, We know the hens 
are fond of earthworms, and there are 
many morséls of food selected from 
fresh) earth by the hens; therefore, it is 
a gvod plan to turn some carth over in 
the pen each day with a spade. This 
ehould be done wach morning, a the 
earthworms come to the surface each 
night, then go back into the earth when 
the sun comes up, Therefore, the work 
should be done between daylight and 
sunup. If it cannot be done at thi time, 
seme boards or an old door should be 
jaid on the ground where the digging is 
to be done, This protects the worms, 
so they remain ‘near the “surface. A 
space of soil three feet square turned 
over each morning will furnish 20 hens 
with fresh earth to work in during the 
day, and by having systematically 
gn out the yard it will prevent the soil 
from becoming contaminate! with dis- 
en.se. 

Sunshine and Shade. 

Sunshine is one of nature’s greatest 
gifts, but “‘the same sun which melts 
wax will harden clay.” Although sun- 
ehime is of great value, for it stimu- 
lates the birds to greater activity and 
is Nature’s disease destroyer, yet if it 
is used to excess it may do great in- 
jury. Aside from a sun bath, it seems 
to be the fewl’s inclination to stay in 
the shade during hot, sunshiny days 
and wander into.the open only during 
clou days and ear!y and late in the 
day. If the birds are penned they 
should be furnished plenty of shade. If 
matural shade is not at hand, artificia! 
shade should be furnished. A good plan 
is to build a platform 18 inches or -wo 
feet from the ground, and if it is so it 
can be. removed, the e.rth can be dug 
up underneath, making a splendid place 
for the hens to ween the hot part of 
teh day. 

During wet, ae: weather the hens 
have an inclination or desire to get up 
onto something out of the mud. Ther 
will get on the woodpile, the fence, a 
wagon or, in fact, anything to be up off 
the ground. The platform just men- 
tioned makes a splendid rest for them. 
During hot, dry weather the hens get 
under the platform for shade, and dur- 
ing the wet weather they get on tup of 
it out of the mud. 

The hens appreciate all these little 
things and show their appreciation by 
the quahtity and quality of cggs pro- 
duced.

Is it possible to break a pullet from 
the habit cf eating eggs? She goes 
from nest to nest frantically watch- 
ing for an egg. She is a fine bird 
and I do,not want to kill her if I 
can help it.. I aim sure it is not be- 
cause she is hungry.—Old Subscriber. 

Most « eaters rre pulle.s. They 
seem to have an appetitie for eggs 
during the early part of their own 
laying period, but as a rule they get 
over it, especially when they get out 
of doors with warm weather. I sup- 
pose that will happen in your case, 
but in the meantime you are losing 
some eggs. There. are several m- 
«dies. For one thing, I think I should 
try putting this pullet by herself for 
a time and give her a variety of feed 
Give her all the dry eggshells she will 
eat, also plenty of grit, oyster shell 
and meat. This may break Jer in a 
short time. In that case you can put 
her back with the rest of the birds. 
An old time erred’ which is often 
effective consists in putting cayenne 
pepper in some‘kind of a mash-like 
meal and filling an eggshell! w’.': it. 
Another remedy is clipping off the 
end of the beak, but that al- 
ways successful.

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Small Eges. 

I have 1 laying pullets. They have 
een laying nice large eggs, but now 
they are becoming small. .Is it because I. 
am not feeding -enough? They laid 257 
€rgs in February.—W. S., St. Louis. 
The reason, I believe, is quite apparent. 
These birds have been laying heavily 
during February and I suppose they 
have been laying through the winter. 
When birds have been Jaying heavily for 
a good while the eggs do fall off in 
size. In almost any flock the eggs will 
be smaller tn size after a heavy laying 
season. Eggs that vou find in cold 
storage are often smaller than average 
because they are put in,cold sterage 
frequently towards the end of the spring. 
so there is nothing strange about this 
condition in your case. Whether you are 
feeding enough I do not know. I think 
vou should feed liberally. You have a 
ecndition right now that is not best for 
treeding. Two hundred and fifty-seven 
ezgs in February from lo ig pte is an 
umisual average. It is about 24 eggs per 
bird in 2% davs. You evidently know how 
ti. get eggs in the winter. 


feed, it seems to me. 1 myself should 
feed slightly more than that. Usually 
a condition Mke this is caused by 
some defect in the laying organs, but 
as I have sald it is almost invariably 
confined to one bird. You say nothing 
about feeding green stuff or meat. ! 
should by all means feed them some 
of these varieties of feed. I believe 
if vou will do that and get them out 
of doors they will be all right. I am 
irclined to think that the situation is 
not serious.

IT raised 250 Leghorns without a brood- 
er, and they were hatched March 
and April.

It is better to 
have a brooder, but the amateur poul- 
try raiser does not like to spend too 
much money when beginning, and you 
can use a box of this kind as well as a 
high-priced brooder 

Give the chicks fresh dirt to scratch 
chicks will not thrive 
Do not let the voung chicks 
x t wet at any time, and watch for 
lice, Look on their heads, and if they 
have been hatched by hens you will be 
likely to f#hd lice. Sprinkle with lice 
powder or grease the top of the head 
with -a. mixture of one part coal oil 
and two parts lard. Keep the boxes or 
brooders clean at all times, and if your 
cnicks are Leghorns, in eight weeks you 
will have broilers. Do not feed sloppy 
food at any time and keap the drinking 
water clean. 

The young chicks should not be fed 
until they are about 36 hours fd. Grit 
should be given the chicks before food 
of any kind. Bird sand makes a good 
crit for them. Give them drinking water 
in a Vessel from which they cannot get 
wet, About an hour after giving them 
grit and water they should be fed bread 
crusts soaked in sweet milk squeezed 
dry, so it will crumble. This should 
be fed every two hours until the chicks 
are about four davs old. After that 
they should be fed commercial chick 
feed and oatmeal. Keep a dry mash b\ 
them all of the time after they are 10 
days old. A good dry mash can be 
made by mixing 30 pounds coarse corn- 
meal, 30 pounds middlings, 15 pounds 
wheat bran, 5 pounds alfalfa meal and 5 
nounds of dry meat scraps. The chick 
feed should be scattered in straw or

8 baht high in price, you should have got- 
ten profitable returns. Please note the 
much better record given by another cor- 
respondent in this department from 15 
pullets in February. As your birds were 
apparently just beginning to lay the first 
of February, you will doubtless get more 
eggs during March and April and May, 
and with proper care you will doubtless 
get more eggs during the next three 
months than the other breeder, but, of 
course, eggs are more valuable earlier in 
the season for market purposes. 


Spots in Eges. 

What is the matter with my white 
rock pullets? The eggs I receive from 
them have little blood spots in the 
white of the egg. I am not feeding 
anything to force them to lay. Here 
is what I feed five pullets and a cock. 
I give them not quite three-quarters 
of a pint Purina scratch feed scat- 
tered in about 6 inches of. litter in 
the ‘morning. At noon I give them

A. VAN CLEAVE, 
5447 Odell street, St. Louis, 


How One May Know 
Tender Dressed Bird 


The housewife who goes out to buy 

a dressed fowl! would frequently give a 
great deal if she could tell positively 
which bird has tender flesh and which 
is tough. There are a few tests which 
are reasonably sure to indicate the de- 
gree of tenderness where size does not 
show which Is a young chicken and 
which is old. 
‘Tf a bird is tender the flesh should 
give easily and gently when pressed 
with the finger. The skin under the 
wings should be tender and it should 
be torn easily when bending back the 
wings. Smooth skin and a soft carti- 
lagwe at the end of the breast or keel 
bone indicate tenderness. 


or {if the bird has a lone, 
is a pretty sure indication that the 
fowl was old and is tough. A _ loose 
skin is another indication of age and 
toughness. Feet with sharp scales may 
also be considered as a sign that the 
carcass will not be found tender. The 
presence of long spurs is a commonly 
accepted proof that a bird is no longer 
a “spring chicken.’’

Ninety per cent of the ailments of 
poultry are due to infraction of nature's 
rules by those in charge of the flock. 
Lew, if any, of the early day hunters 
can recall ever having seen a diseased 
prairie chicken, and no woodsman has 
been found who ever saw a sick wild 


turkey. The nearer man can come to 
imitating nature in his care of the flock 
the more healthy the birds, will be. Per- 
haps the greatest cause of poultry ail- 
ruents is too close confinement. 

Causes of diseases among fowls are 
many, but nearly all of them are under 
the control of the poultryman. Some of 
these causes are too close inbreeding, 
impairing the stamina and vitality of 
the birds, filth in the quarters, impure 
feed or water, improper ventilation and 
cvercrowding of the house, especially 
the roosting quarters, the absence of 
needed elements in the food, especially 
erit and to a lesser degree lime, and the 
presence ot lice or other parasites. 

The time to doctor a fowl is before it 
gets sick, No other domestic animal, 
when sick, is so hopeless a proposition 
as the chicken. A common bird is not 
worth enough to make an extended ef- 
fort to save it after one of the more se- 
rious ailments has attacked it, and it 
is almost as useless to try to save a 
valuable breeding fowl! since a bird that 
has once had a serious illness should 
never be used for breeding purposes 
again. 

The precautions are simply te feed 
judiciously keep the quarters clean and 
well ventilated,. but free from direct 
drafts, supply clean water and plenty of 
sharp grit. provide means for exercise, 
and use the most healthy ané& vigorous 
Lirds in the breeding pen. The breeding 
stock should not only be in;good health. 
but should be as free from the taints of 
disease in their own blood as well as the 
parent stock, as it is possible to get 
them.

He Tells of Incident. 

Geserich, on the stand yesterday, 
related the incident which caused the 
first separation and told of his con- 
donation of his wife’s alleged offense 
after she had made both written and 
oral promises in regard to her future 
conduct. He complained that Mrs, 
Geserich failed to abide by some of 
the promises. C'ne, he said, was that 
she would take out their son Robert, 
whose health was delicate, for daily 
alring in the parks. She did this for 
a while, but did not continue it reg- 
ularly, he said. Another complaint 
was that she did not tell him when 
Robert smoked cigarettes. 

Geserich also testified that his wife 
addressed him in abusive language 
and that one time, after they had 
quarreled, she got a butcher knife 
and went to the basement, threaten- 
ing to end her life. He said he sent 
the two sons after her, and they took 
5: the knife from her. He also said that

Well, to make a long story short, the first days of Succoth and Simchas 
Torah passed. The time comes to go on board the ship. People tell them 
that they should take a walk to the doctor. So they go to the doctor. The 
doctor examines them and finds they are all hale and heaity and can go 
to America, but she, that is Goldele, cannot go, because.she bas trachomas 
on her eyes.

In Paris Lyman was 
called the most conspic- 
uous American of the 
season. He frequented

aspired to membership in the Jockey Club, 
the most exclusive organization in the world. 


N the pleasant summer of 1864, when the 
thoughts of most men of this nation were en- 
grossed elsewhere, there was ushered into being 
in the inconspicuous town of Phelps. N. Y., a 
male child. His father, who made and sold 
beer and other matters then considered mer- 
chandise, felt himself a happy man, for here 
was the heir to his fortunes, which were rising, and a 
perpetuator of the family name, of which he was proud. 
Aside from a friendly paragraph in the weekly news- 
paper at the next nearest nucleus of population, this 
birth received no notice. An event later of high sig- 
nificance to a considerable body of humanity passed al- 
most unnoticed. : 

The other day this male infant, grown to impressive 
build and middle age, disappeared from Wall st-eet 
after having robbed his patrons, it is estimated, of some- 
thing like $700,000. Between the wayposts of these two 
events lies a human story of the most astounding char- 
acter, the story of the incredible Dr. John Grant Lyman. 


The exploits and adventures of this man are almost 
beyond comparison. To call him a modern Cagliostro 
is to reflect upon the honor of Cagliostro and upon the 
genius of Lyman. Schemer, promoter, financier, mag- 
nate, dandy, millionaire, thief and outcast, this man has 
lived a life so full, so versatile and so original as to be 
a thing in its own pattern, an expression of his times 
and a representation of a phase of their morals. 


In Phelps, Johnny Lyman grew up a rather dull and 
refractory boy, with big sheep’s eyes and a large, fleshy 
frame. In schoob he was a sluggard, and among his 
boyhood’s companions an inconspicuous entity of whom 
no man might have predicted anything but the plainest 
mediocrity and humbleness. His father died while he 
was still a stripling and left him his fortune, said to 
have been about $15,000. By way of appreciation for 
this legacy, the young Jack Lyman immediately got him- 
self into what was termed a youthful scrape. It was 
serious enough to cause his absence in Canada for a 
period. 

When he returned he took his heritage and went to 
New York, where he attended a medical school and wag 
graduated in three or four years. He had an office 
in Rochester for a brief time before he decided to aban- 
don the general practice and become an aurist. This 
resolution had not long been in his mind before another 
joined it. He returned to New York resolved to cap- 
italize his medical knowledge. The itch of quick and 
easy money was somewhere in the makeup of this yuung 
physician. He had neither the patience nor the devo- 
tion of the medicus. He was no healer of the sick, no 
seeker after the dark sublimates of science. This man 
sought a brighter and redder dust wherewith are tipped. 
not the scalpels of surgery, but the knives of folly. 


Dr. Lyman bloomed out as the invent~r and promoter 
of the Auriphone, a device said to help deafness. It 
was widely advertised and must have made some money 
from the purses of the gullible. In a year or two this 
company fell into decay and left Dr. John Grant Lyman 
free for other engagements. 

He had now had a taste of promoting, of making 
money out of nothing. To desert this romantic and ex- 
citing pursuit for the slow rewards of medicine did 
not even occur to him. He looked about for opportunity 
At this time Chicago was preparing for a world’s fair. 
The city on Lake Michigan had thrown up its famous 
Masonic Temple, widely advertised as the tallest “sky- 
scraper” in the world of that day. John Lyman looked 
at these facts. Chicago was the place for his resumed 
activities. Consequently, early in 1893 he opened lux- 
urious offices in this Masonic Temple and began to ex- 
ploit a patent mining drill, the virtues of which may 
or may not have been as claimed. It did not matter. 
Lyman was selling stock, not drills, and in the morals of 
that time it was the stock the promoter was responsible 
fcr. 

In the vernacular, he “got away with it.” And right 
here begins a remarkable sequence of similar “gettings 
away,” which characterize the career of the man. He led 
a sort of charmed life. Chicago, unquestionably im- 
posed upon, let him slip quietly off to Ottawa, Can., 
where he began his next promotion, this time of a gold 
n.ine. Again he managed to sell a considerable amount 
of worthless stock and to slip quietly away with the 
gains, appearing soon in New York, where he tried to

revive the Auriphone, and did get some money out 
of it. 

In 1896 the Doctor was hack in Canada, this time at 
Toronto, where he was in the pleasant business of float- 
ing the Colorado Gold Mining Development Company. 
He spent about a year in this line. Then, before he 
sailed, he organized the Kootenay Mining Exploration 
Co., on this side of the sea, and set off to England to 
distribute the benison of its shares. Thus the middle of 
1907 found this restless and volatile spirit in the British 
capital engaged in the business of his choice. The 
Kootenay company was evolved into several branches, 
subsidiaries, reorganizations aad consolidations, and in 
all of these stock was palmed off on the then still gulli- 
ble British public in substantial blocks. 

The British financial papers called him a ‘notorious 
American schemer,”’ and went to some lengths to ex- 
pose his companies and their absurd claims, but all 
efforts to dislodge him failed for at least two years, 
during which money flowed into his pockets steadily. 

With the London financial papers in full cry after 
him, with the British banking system opening war, with 
thousands of investors fully aware of their duping, this 
man was allowed calmly, even ostentatiously to embark 
for America, there to resume his triumphant financial 
career. New York’s astute money chiefs seemed en- 
tirely oblivious of the man’s past, of the uproar he 
had created in London.

a all the farmers who had es- 
caped them with a feeling of intense sophistication. The 
confidence game had been worked back and forth. Men 
innocent of the world had been victimized by it in all 
sections. Now that they had paid for their experience, 
these same men, very humanly indeed, considered them- 
selves fraud-proof. All that was required to fleece 
them again was some novel variation of the old game. 
For human cupidity is not cured by disappointment nor 
gullibility quenched by one half of disillusion. 

In that day the fraudulent stock game, as it came to 
be recognized in the ensuing few years, had not yet 
been worked. There had been small peculations, but the 
big, organized, well-brained conspiracy was still to be 
demonstrated. The sucker list, the wireless promotions, 
the mail-fraud in excelsis, the true Wallingford, were 
yet to reach apogee. : 

In New York there was an entirely different attitude 
toward business morals. Things were done in those 
days in a more or less open fashion, that. could not be . 
attempted teday. Brokers and bankers took chances 
then at which they would shudder today. The portals 
of the prisons’ yawn in 1916 for men who may even es 
attempt such outrages as were smiled at 15 or 16 * ~~ 
years ago. The mail fraud investigations and prosecu- 
tions, the repeated jailing of bankers, the constant legis- 
lative inquiries, the grand jury probings and the addi- 
tional legislative enactments have raised a bludgeon over 
many forms of business and have altered the terms and 
shades in which business men deal. . 

Thus such enterprises as might readily have been un- 
dertaken by men ranked as bankers and brokers in 1900 " 
and openly executed, can now be used only by the hardy 
criminal working in secret, taking his tragic chance. \ 
What is a ctime now was then likely to be considered no 
more than a little shady, perhaps even hailed as a piece 
of sharp acumen. 

To this hospitable field came Dr. John Grant Lyman. 
A great change had come over him since Phelps, N. Y. 
He was even a much altered man from the person of 
the Auriphone. He was more than six feet tall. He 
was, with this height, well filled, well formed, grandly 
propostioned like a thick column. This was his first 
great asset, since for some occult reason the popular 
mind will insist on fancying the great banker in some 
such meaty form. Then Lyman had still those sheep’s 
eyes of his boyhood. They stood wide open, almost 
straining, and he had contrived to make them look at 
his vis-a-vis with what seemed a most disarming and 
dignified candor. Al} that was needed was clothing— 
the proper draping of the mannequin. 

At clothing Lyman was an artist. Such suitings and 
vestings as he immediately began to display about New 
York at once placed him in his own niche. He was the 
darling of the Fifth avenue tailors, the Beau Brummell 
cf the Waldorf Alley of Peacocks. Where he walked 
or paused women and men alike craned their necks. 
Of the former an entourage of the most alluring was 
always in his’ train. On them and on all who came 
into his path Grant Lyman showered expenditure. He 
seemed to have unlimited capital and he released it tn 
a golden rush. 

In 1900, too, the automobile was not obstructing every 
street and avenue and swarming into every road and 
byway leading from the city. But Grant Lyman had his, 
and it was the biggest, reddest and fastest he could 
lure from the makers of that day. Again and again he ~~ 
was arrested for speeding. It seemed he was willing to ~~ 
pay the fine as a small return for the inevitable news- ~~ 
paper headlines. 

He began operations in Wall street in that year, 
under the name Joshua Brown & Co., with offices at 
52 Broadway. The darling of his advertising was the 
International Zinc Co., in which $1,000,000 worth of stock 
was put up for sale. The stock was advertised through- — 
out the country and orders poured in. After only a 
few months Dr. Lyman actually bought his seat on the —

In 1906-07 the same thing happened. He slipped out 
to Goldfield, organized a company and then created 
a bogus market for the stock. By one of the most in- 
genious plans ever concocted he got $300,000 this time, 


This time America was spared the pleasure of his 
presence for some three years. In 1910, however, he 
resumed his activities in California with the Panama 
Development Co. But Dr. Lyman had failed to gauge 
the change of things since his beginning. He was arrest- 
ed for mail fraud and sent to prison after he had made 
two spectacular attempts to escape, one in an armored 


ich-Quick Career in Real Life 
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automobile, which carried “him across the boriler into 
Oregon before he was caught. 

Emerging from a Federal prison, Lyman was taken in 
1913 to face trial in Los Angeles under the State stat- 
utes. He began a fight for freedom which consisted 
of an appeal to the public in which he recited the de- 
tails of his past grandeur and demanded to know if a 
man of his kind might be guilty of trying to steal a 
measly $14,000. Finally he threw himself upon the mercy 
of the court in a speech that made Judge and audience 


‘sob. Nevertheless, be was convicted, but he took an 


appeal. Now, it proved that his eloquence had won him 
some soft-hearted friends. On the supposition that he 
could go to New York and get assistance, several Los 
Angeles men put up a bond of $20,000 for Lyman and 
he was released. A man named Corham Tufts put up 
part of the money and got his friends to subscribe the 
rest. So Lyman was sent to New York to get backing 
for himself. Then he disappeared. 

Somewhere in seclusion, at least in hiding, Dr. Lyman 
then spent two years. There were no reports of his 
sensational reappearance in Paris, no rumors of new 
schemes. In May of last year, however, the incorrigible 
adventurer was again at hand. 


This was in Boston, and the Doctor’s name was J. J. 
Lorimer, which. as a variant of John G. Lyman isn’t 
so recondite. Dr. Lorimer gotehimself into partnership 
with a young curb.broker named Warren A. Brown. 
They formed the firm of Brown, Lorimer & Co., and 
went to work. One day, according to the story, a cus- 
tomer came in while Brown was out and paid over 
$3000 as margin on some stock -he was trading in. Mr. 
Lorimer-Lyman took the three thousand. Also, the next 
train. 

Only a few months ago a gentleman*named John H. 
Putman affixed an “and company” to his name and 
opened brokerage offices in a building directly across 
the street from the New York Stock Exchange. He made 
deposits in two large banks, established credit with two 
brokers, one exchange and one curb, and sailed in. John 
H. Putman & Co. advertised extensively. The firm also 
traded on the fact that a man named Charles S. Hark- 
ness was a member of it. Who wage this Mr. Harkness? 
Oh, he was one of the Standard Oil Harknesses. The 
firm even got stationery of the Standard Oil concern and 
wrote letters over Harkness’ name approving and backing 
its propositions and statements. A thriving business. was 
done. Money rolled in. What with the war stocks 
tradfne and the general boom, prosperity was as thick 
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as the skin of a dreadnought. Soon branches were es- 
tablished in Springfield, Mass., and Hartford, Conn. And 
still business grew. | 

About this time something happemed—some:hing ex- 
tremely detached in Los Angeles. The authorities 
there and the interested Mr. Gorham Tufts received 
strange notifications from one Ellen Peck, saying that 
vohn Grant Lyman was about New York. Mr. Tufts, 
glad of any clue, went East. 

In all his searching and wanderings he did not pay 
much attention to No. 68 Broad street, and the name 
John H. Putman, if it strayed within his visual range. 
meant naught to him. Until one day. On that day it 
was announced through the newspapers that “Putman, 
the missing broker, was Dr. John Grant Lyman.” 

The amazing Mr. Lyman had done the thrice incred- 

ible. He had come back into the dark shadow of the 
Stock Exchange from which he had virtually been driven 
15 years earlier, and there, under the noses of his former 
associates, with the Exchange detectives in their office 
on the same floor of the same building with him, had 
engineered another gigantic conspiracy. It is said he 
lured as much as $700,000 out of his unsuspecting clients 
in the few months of this latest exploit. The effrontery 
of the whole thing may be guessed from the satiric 
detail that he made his home at the Prince George Hotel, 
for years the home of William Offley, local head of the 
Department of Justice detectives. 
. Then the Postoffice Department had investigated, the 
Chatham and Phoenix Bank had acted suspicious; the 
first signs were up. The Machiavellian Lyman folded 
his tents, drew about $55,000 from the two banks with 
which he dealt, and slipped into obscurity. For two 
days the police sought John H. Putman. Then a de- 
tective was struck by the methods and description of this 
man Putman and suggested that he might be Lyman. 
The Rogue’s Gallery picture of Lyman was brought and 
spread before Putman’s office stenographers. 

“That is the man,”’ they said. A great light broke in. 

It did not, however, shine brightly or far enough to 
disclose the luminous Lyman He, alas, was gone. 

When Lyman was captured, after a yachting tour, at 
St. Petersburg, Fla., he was probably on his way to 
Spanish Honduras. After his arrest he was quoted as 
saying the pedple he had dealt with were so far above 
the average in intelligence that it had been a pleasure 
“to do business” with them. He is also said to have 
declared that if he had been able to operate six weeks 
longer as John H. Putman & Co., he would have ‘cleaned 
up $1,000,000.”

have adopted them. Yet, taken as a whole, their effect 
upon both capital and labor has proved so beneficial 
that in reeent years the working population of one en- 
tire American community—the town of Waynesboro, Pa. 
~—-have become profit sWarers, with the result that a sit- 
uation bordering’ upon Utopia has been created. 


There are saloons in Waynesboro, but there have only 
been five arrests for drunkenness in six years, and four 
of the defendants were summer boarders frOém New York. 
The only important strike which has occurred there 
in the last 19 years was caused by a foreman cursing at 
his men. There are no paupers there, the town’s charity 
at home being confined to the care of a few aged or 


Justices of the Peace didn’t have other employment they 
would starve to death. 

The industries in Waynesboro make no pretense of 
being philanthropical, yet most of the workmen own 
their own homes and hold stock in the companies for 
which they work. All this has been brought about by 
the application of the “Waynesboro idea,” which con- 
templates equitable—not equal, as the Socialists wouid 
have it—distribution of wealth by equitable opportuni- 
ties for all. The industries of the town, which repre- 
sent about $10,000,000 capital, last year paid to about 
3000 workmen more than $1,600,000 in wages and, in 
addition, gave them an opportunity to own shares in 
the industries which employ them and share in divi- 
dends amounting to about $400,000 annually. 

Nothing is given to the employe. It is merely made 
possible for him to buy one or more shares of stock by 
paying a certain percentage of the cost in cash and 
the rest in installments. He must earn the looney 
with which to make the purchase. About 60 per cent of 
the employes are stockholders, which accounts largely 
for the infrequency of strikes, for stockholders are 
going to do nothing which not only cuts off their salaries 
but their dividends as well. 

In addition, the industries of Waynesboro make it 
possible for the workmen to own their own homes. They 
will build houses and sell them at cost, plus interest, and 
allow a workman to live in his house and pay off the 
principal and interest like paying rent. 

The government of Waynesboro consists of a Burgess 
and a Town Council, and the present Burgess is an

cently raised $165,000 for a Young Men’s Christian 
Association building. In the town of 10,000 inhabitants 
this meant an average of $16.50 for each person. Several 
years ago the Board of Trade set out to raise $100,000 
in subscriptions in capital stock for a corporation known 
as the Waynesboro Manufacturing and Development Co., 
which is more of a civic organization than a private 
enterprise. When they got started they raised $205,000, 
instead of the $100,000 they set out to get. If a sound 
industrial concern desires to locate in Waynesboro, but 
has not the capital to invest in a site or buildings, if 
the board of directors of the Development company ap- 
proves of the proposition and the executive committee 
of the Board of Trade indorses the approval, a portion 
of.the fund can be used to purchase the site and con- 
struct the buildings, stock being issued and paid for in 
sufficient quantity to furmish the mecessary cash. The 
site and buildings can then be sold or rented, but in 
no instance can any of the money be used as a bonus 
or donation to any company. 

* Waynesboro has no regular institution for the care 
of the poor. It has a Relief Association, but all that 
is necessary for it to do is to occasionally send a little 
food or a small amount of money to a family to tide 
it over a little trouble. It has three banks and a trust 
company which carry 12,000 open accounts, some being 
duplicates and some in the names of persons residing 
outside the town, but almost 90 per cent of the adult 
population of the place are depositors. The banks re- 
cently organized the Waynesboro Beneficial Fund Asso- 
ciation, the object of which is to raise and administer 
funds for the development and beautification of the

The reporter proved nothing except that which was 
already known; that is, that human nature is suspicious 
of anything new, anything bizarre, anything that does 
not conform to pre-established custom. This trait ex- 
plains why the man who laid the Atlantic cable and 
the inventors of the telephone, the flying machine, the 
submarine and the wireless were laughed at and why, 
when any man evolves an idea tor the betterment of 
his fellow men the ordinary run of people begin right 
away to look for the ulterior motive. 

It explains, too, why profit-sharing—the dividing by 
capital with labor of the earnings which the latter has 
made possible—has become an established institution 
only after many years of experiment handicapped by dis- 
trust both on the part of employers and employes. 
That it is firmly established now cannot be gainsaid, 
especially in the United States, where the adoption of 
the plan has spread amazingly within the last two 
years. 

An illustration of the rocky road over which the 
profit-sharing idea traveled when its practicability was 
first tested is given in the experiences of Edme-Jean 
who established a house-painting business 


the father of the idea, although it had been attempted in 
a desultory sort of way many years before. 

In 1840 Leclaire was employing about 300 workmen. 
He had calculated that by greater care each of his men, 
whom he was employing merely at so much an hour, 
could save him 60 centimes @ day by intelligence, activity 
and a more zealous use of time and 25 centimes a day 
by avoiding waste of ma- 
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lishment were: Preferred stock, 348,605 shares; com- 
mon stock, 197,672 shares. Special bonuses were allowed 
employes who kept their stock for the full five years 
and completed the payments thereon. [In addition, 
shares upon which payments were allowed to lapse were 
turned into the treasurer and made into a pool and 
divided as a bonus among those employes who had been 
thrifty enough to keep up their payments. The amount 
of special compensation paid to subscribers from 1903 
to 1911, iriclusive, aggregated $6,964,676. As to what will 
be paid for the five-year period, ending this year, no 
figures’are available, but it is estimated that it will be 
$6,000,000, making a total of $12,964,676. At the close 
of 1914 the number of employes who had bought stock 
or who were making payments upon it was 40,719. 
Figures for 1915 have not yet been computed. 

On March 1, 20,000 of the employes of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. had taken advantage of a profit- 
sharing offer, which had been posted for a period of 
60 days. The men have purchased profit-sharing cer- 
tificates to be paid for in installments of from $1 to 
$25 a month, deducted from théir salaries. The cer- 
tificates are” exchangeable for stock at less than mar- 
ket prices. In addition to the dividends received from 
this stock, the employes will, at the end of each year, 
receive bonuses equal to one per cent of their salaries. 

One of the pioneers in the establishment of a profit- 
sharing system in the United States is a St. Louisan— 
N. O. Nelson—founder of the N. O. Nelson Manufac- 
turing Co., makers of plumbers’, steamfitters’ and ma- 
chinists’ supplies. Put into operation in 1886, it origi- 
nally was applied to employes only, but in 1905 the cus- 
tomers of the firm were included. In a letter to them, 
Mr. Nelson said:

All 
employes, no matter of what age, sex or color, includ- 
ing the officers, are eligible to share the profits. 

“It cannot be claimed,’ said Mr. Nelson in a recent 
magazine article, ‘that every employe and customer will 
do his utmost, but it goes without saying that he will 
do better than when in instinctive opposition. terested 
co-operation is more efficient than war-like competi- 
tion.”’ 

When the plan was put into effect the capital of the 
Nelson company was about $100,000 and the employes 
numbered about 200. The capjtal and surplus now is 
about $2,000,000, and the employes 1000. 

An Eastern manufacturer abandoned a profit-sharing 
plan several years ago because he found it impossible 
to evolve a scheme whereby the drones in his estab- 
lishment could be eliminated and individual merit re- 
warded. The drones got as much as the workers. The 
Filene company believes it has solved this problem in 
the formation of the Filene Co-operative Association, 
an organization of employes. The company divides its 
net profits half and half after paying dividends on the 
capital invested in the business and providing such sums 
as are required for the retirement of stock. The 
officers and heads of departments get half and the 
employes half. There are provisions for awarding bo- 
nuges, and the employes’ half goes to a board of ap- 
portionment, which has power to award the bonuses. It 
is this board which sifts the drones from the workers. 
It consists of seven members, three of which are chosen 
by the co-operative association, three by the directors 
and the seventh by these six. 

Another type of profit sharing which has the same 
object in view is that of the Farr, Alpaca Co., having 
3000 employes. Here the management is depended upon 
to separate the lazy from 


terials and injury to tools,

francs, or $15,300. He 
called his men together 
and explained his profit- 
sharing scheme to them, 
but they heard it stolidly 
and were not impressed. 
Two years later, even after 
the intervening period had 
been devoted to their edu- 
eation and preparation for 
putting the plan ‘into ef.- 
fect, they still looked upon 
it with distrust.

When 
an employe is discharged 
or leaves voluntarily the 
amount forfeited by him is 
credited to a benefit fund, 
out of which the directors 
of the company may give 
assistance to aged or dis- 
abled employes.

It is a far cry from Leclaire’s time to the present, 
but at last scores of great institutions in this country 
have acknowledged the benefits to be derived from 
profit-sharing. The United States Steel Corporation, 
one of the most mammoth enterprises in the United 
States, is one of these. Then, there is the Ford Motor 
Co., which gives away millions of dollfrs every year 
in salaries and bonuses to employes and rebates to cus- 
tomers; the Procter & Gamble Soap Co., the William 
Filene’s Sons Co., department store of Boston; the Den- 
nison Manufacturing Co., the National Carbon Co., the 
Illinois Central Railroad, the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Co., and many other private enterprises and public serv- 
ice corporations. Millions which formerly went into the 
pockets of owners, officers and directors are now di- 
verted into the keeping of the men and women who 
helped to make them, and the employers receive their 
reward in increased profits and greater efficiency. Gen- 
uine profit-sharing concerns likewise have become nu- 
merous in France and England. 

The United States Steel Corporation has annually, 


since 1903, except for the bad year of 1915, offered em- 


ployes the privilege of subscribing for preferred or com- 
mon stock of the corporation, to be paid for in install- 
ments not exceeding one-fourth of the employe’s salary. 
The total subscriptions under the plan since its estab-

have the benefit of it.” 

At the beginning of the year 1886 a notice was placed 
in the pay envelopes of the employes of the Nelson 
company that the net profits of the business, after 
allowing the commercial rate of-interest on the capital, 
would be divided by equal percentage on the ‘capita! 
and wages and salaries of employes who had worked 
as much as six months within the year. Owing to a 
big railroad strike, the profits barely allowed a five 
per cent dividend the first year. This was paid in 
caSh with the option of leaving on deposit, which about 
one-half did. 

The next year allowed a 10 per cent dividend on 
wages and a surplus. It then was announced that there- 
after the dividends would be paid in stock. When the 
customers were taken in their share was based on the 
gross profit of their purchases, the firm receiving six 
per cent, but no further share of the profits. The ar- 
rangement has yielded dividends to employes of from 
10 to 30 per cent, averaging about 18 per cent. A sur- 
plus has been laid by equal to about 50 per cent of the 
capital stock issued and liberal depreciation of the fixed 
property. 

At present the Nelson company employés own about 
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rofit-sharing until, al 


Soap Co. at Cambridge, 
Mass., as well as all others 
of the company throughout 
the world, a system known 
as “co-partnership” is in 
effect. -Each eligible employe annually receives part- 
nership certificates equal to 10 per cent of his salary or 
wage. These certificates draw dividends amownting to 
five per cent less than those paid on the company's 
ordinary shares; that is, the partnership certificates 
rank equally with the regular shares after the latter 
receive dividends of five per cent. The plan is restricted 
to employes who are 25 years old, have been in the 
service of the company five years and who have signed 
an agreement to work faithfully, but applies to both 
men and women. 

A stock distribution system similar to that employed 
by the Nelson company is in operation at the Plant of 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Co. The dividend to the 
eligible employes is called a premium and this is fixed 
at the same rate as the dividend on the stock of the 
company for the corresponding vear. The premium of 
each employe is figured on the amount of his Salary 
or wages for the year and is applied toward the pur- 
chase of preferred shares of capital stock at market 
prices. Any odd balances remaining after the stock is 
taken up is credited to the employe on the books of the 
company and bear interest at the rate of four per cent 
per annum. The stock is the absolute property of the 
employes and cannot be sold without the approval of 
the directors, but the plan differs from that followed by

HIS8 is the true story of a man of great valor, not 
in war but in peace. Stricken with tuberculosis 
in his youth, he waged a daily battle with the 
dreadest of diseases for his life, which he pre- 

served to the age of 67 years; and in addition had the 

strength to forge his own struggles and sufferings into 
weapons for the defense of mankind against the White 

Plague. Directly and indirectly he was the means of 

snatching thousands of lives from the grip of humanity's 

deadliest foe. 

In the title of a biography by Stephen Chalmers, Dr. 
Edward Livingston Trudeau is described as “The Be- 
loved Physician.” He was widely known to the laity as 
well as the medical profession through his foundation 
of the Adirondack Cottage Sanitarium for the treatment 
of incipient consumption in working men and women, 
the first of its kind in America; and of the Saranac 
laboratory for the study of tuberculosfs, the first re- 
search laboratory for the purpose in this country. He 
was the first man in the United States to cultivate the 
tuberclé bacillus and confirm Koch's brilliant discovery 
that the disease is due to germ infection; and he was 
the first physician in America to introduce the micro- 
scopic method of diagnosing consumption. 

Dr. Trudeau’s life-story is not only fascinating as a 
record of heroism, but for its sidelights upon famous 
men, the: most conspicuous of these being Robert Louis 
Stevenson and E. H. Harriman. Stevenson himself one 
of the great army of the tuberculous, was for a time 
Dr. Trudeau's patient: the physician was a chum of 
Harriman when the latter was only a clerk in a New 
York broker’s office. Dr. Trudeau died recently. 


R. TRUDEAU was born in New York, Oct. 
5, 1848. His father, Dr. James Trudeau, 
was a member of a well-known New 
Orleans family of French descent; and 
his mother’s father was Dr. Francois 
Eloi Berger, a French physician whose 
ancestors were doctors for many gen- 


erations back. 

The boy lived with his mother in Paris, France, from 
1851 to 1865. He was 17 years old when the family re- 
turned to New York, and there his

should go South, ride horseback and exercise daily. 
He went to Aiken and obeyed instructions. The result 
was that his fever kept up and that he lost weight and 
strength steadily. In those days the value of the rest 
cure in tuberculosis, now considered an essential ol 
treatment, was not suspected. No done told him not to 
struggle and rebel against his plight, and he became 
thoroughly unnerved. “It took me a long time to 
learn,” he writes, “that acquiescence is the only way 
for the tuberculous invalid to conquer fate.” 

He returned home sicker than ever; but soon acci- 
dent showed him the way for helping himself and then 
others. A friend invited him on a trip to a hunting 
lodge in the Adtrondacks, in a rough inaccessible region 
with an inclement and trying climate. He accepted, 
for he loved hunting and fishing, and the forests and 
lakes of the wilderness. If he had but a short time to 
live, he wished to spend that time in surroundings 
that most appealed to him. 

After leaving the railroad, it was a drive of 42 miles 
over rough roads to their destination. Dr. Trudeau 
made the trip on a mattress and pillow in a stage 
wagon, and for him the last part of the ride was “an 
afternoon of misery.” 

In this environment his health and appetite improved 
remarkably. He was out of doors most of the day, but 
idled much of the time, being rowed about in a boat, 
fishing or waiting at his station for his guide and dogs 
to drive a fox or rabbit or deer within gunshot It was 
during this sumnger that E. H. Harriman—a clerk in 
the office of D. C. Hays & Co.—ran up into the moun- 
tains to see Dr. Trudeau. The physician relates that 
fhe lodgekeeper had purchased a gilt ball and with 
great pride placed it on top of his flag pole. 

“I told him,” Dr. Trudeau writes, “that | knew if 
Ed Harriman caught sight of that ball when he arrived 
the first thing he would do would be to shoot at it. As 
the stage stopped Harriman jumped out, rifle in hand, 
caught sight of the bright ball.at the tdp of the flag 
pole, and put a bullet through it before shaking hands 
with us all.” Of Harriman the author says: “A more 
light-hearted and better companion and friend I could 
not have had.” Their intimacy, continued undiminished 


through Harriman’s amazing career as a financier un- 
til his death. 

At the end of the summer Dr. Trudeau returned to 
New York, and soon suffered a relapse. His physicians 
recommended that he spend the winter in St. Paul, but

Tuberculosis,” in which he made the startling assertion 
that a specific germ, the tubercle bacillus, was the cause 
of this universal disease. Dr. Trudeau read extracts 
from the paper in his foreign medical journals: and at 
Christmas a friend made him a gift of a translation of 
the entire paper. “Surely,” he says, “I never had a 

Christmas present that meant more to

Edward 
became his nurse; and so little was 
known about the infectious nature of 
the malady 50 years ago that he was 
permitted to sleep in the same bed 
with his brother.

De- 
spite his vigorous condition, however, 
he received several warnings that .

Dr. Trudeau knew nothing of the set- 
ence of bacteriology, then its infan- 
cy, but, despite his poor health, de- 
cided to mastér all that was known of 
the subject. In New York he found 
a physician who had studied in Koch’s 
laboratory, and under him learned to 
stain and recognize the tubercle bacil- 
lus under the microscope. At a time 
when most American physicians were 
deriding not only Koch but the entire 
germ theory, this physician, himself 
engaged in a daily conflict with tuber- 
culosis in his own body, was cultivat- 
ing consumption germs in his labora- ee } 
tory, inoculating guinea pigs and seek 
ing that still undiscovered heon—an 
anti-tuberculosis serum. 

His researches instantly bore prac- 
tical fruit by giving him skill, which 
‘o other physicians seemed uncanny, 
in diagnosing consumption in its earli- 
est stages. The physical examination 
then in vogue was worthless until the 
disease had appreciably affected the 
lungs. With his microscope Dr. Tru- } 
deau could detect the earliest invasion 


for its own, but such was the ignorance 


of science then that they went un- 

heeded. Some of- these symptoms 

were occasional fevers, attributed to malaria, and cold 
abscesses, thought due to muscular strain. ° 


He had been graduated as a physician and married 
before the first hint came to him of the tragedy of 
his life. He felt tired all the time, but thought it was 
caused by the confinement of city life. A fellow physi- 
cian one day thought he looked ill and took his tem- 
perature. To Dr. Trudeau’s astonishment it was 101. 
His friend suggested that he have his lungs examined. 

Dr. Trudeau laughed at the idea, but the other in- 
sisted, so in a few days Dr. Trudeau went to Dr. Jane- 
way, famous for his skill in physical diagnosis. After 
a thorough examination Dr. Janeway pronounced: 
“The upper two-thirds of the left lung are involved in 
an active tuberculous process.” Such was the irony of 
things that Dr. Trudeau was at the time conducting 
classes in diseases of the chest at a New York medical 
school, without the least suspicion that anything was 
wrong with his own lungs. 

Dr. Janeway’s diagnosis was considered by Dr. Tru- 
deau to be the equivalent of a sentence of death. “I 
think I know something,” he says, “of the feelings of 
the man at the bar who is told he is to be hanged on a 
given date. for in those days pulmonary consumption 
was considered absolutely fatal. It seemed to me the 
world had suddenly grown dark.”

“In those days,” the 
writer recalls, “the belief that cold and storm were the 
two things to be avoided by the consumptive, and that 
he should in winter seek a warm and sunny climate, 
was so general and deep-rooted that my staying in so 
rough a climate seemed to my friends little short of 
suicide.” 

Much to the surprise of Dr. Trudeau’s physician, his 
health was improved by the winter of blizzards in the 
Adirondacks; and the next winter he resolved to repeat 
the experiment.

Thirty years ago this venerable specimen of health 
and exponent of good cheer retired to the quietude ot 
the Memorial Home on South Grand avenue, because 
the ways of modern men and women interested him lit- 
tle. Too much speed was being shot into the ter- 
restrial machine. 

‘‘My great desire, says he, ‘is to live a century.”’ 

“And what have you done toward consummating that 
ambition?’ he was ased recently. 

“Why, what can I do but wait and see,” was the 
laconic reply. After a moment of thought he added: 
“I have not indulged in youthful orgies, I went to bed 
at reasonable hours, but smoked, drank and acted the 
part of the normal citizen. I have no array of ‘dont’s’: 
let common sense dictate in every act.” 

Jett came to St. Louis when 10 years old and almost 
immediately went with his parents to Edwardsville. 
He says that Illinois people at that time spoke of “St. 
Louis, near Alton,” for then the town on the bluffs 
was expected by many to become the metropolis of 
the valley 

After some practical experience as a clerk in a gen- 
eral store at Edwardsville and as postmaster, Jett 
came to St. Louis and established a jewelry business on 
Main street near Vine, later moving to Fourth, close 
to Olive. But in 1860 the lure of yellow metal led him 
to Colorado and subsequently to Montana, where, after 
10 years of ownership and investments in mines, he 
returned to St. Louis, ‘“broke.”’ 

“Regret my ventures? No! Those ventures are pos- 
sibly responsible for my longevity. The West puts life 
in'a man. I came from Kentucky and I am the last 
survivor of a long line of short-lived ancestors. Then. 
again, I think that perhaps my Western career had 
naught to do with the extension of years and the secret 
is in the mind—the ardent desire to live long. You 
see, my ideas about the causes of long life are fickle. 

“There is one thing, I firmly believe, however, and 
that is that the extreme, present-day theories of bacilli 
and sanitation are sheer nonsense. In the good old 
days men lived as long as now. Perhaps we had more 
plagues, more epidemics, but general cleanliness has 
rid the world of these, not the silly individual towel and 
paper drinking cup.” 

The old man laughed softly to himself as were the 
sanitation subject quite a joke. 

“Living in the old days was unquestionably more 
wholesome. We were not so susceptible to colds with 
the old-fashiomed open grate fire. 
with its resultant drafts of fresh air.

Into this throw enough crabmeat to 


without meat sauces. Ravioli, for instance, which are: made 
from a paste into which only eggs and flour enter, kneaded 
and cut into squares one day and left till the next to dry; then 
foldéd into envelopes and filled with a stuffing that may be 
made in many different ways but that does not necessarily 
contain meat, and served with a rich sauce, are delicious. 
most nutritious and easily digested. 

Nor do we make enough use of cheese, in its 3000 varieties. 

Vegetables intelligently selected and combined with 


cheeses and farinaceous foods can be made to take the place. 


of meat in any menu, no matter how elaborate. The whole 
mushroom family—only one of which, unfortunately, is com- 
monly found on American tables—eggplant, cardoons, cucum- 
bers and squash are a few of the vegetables that deserve a 
more prominent plac® on our tables. 

Here are a few suggestions for novelties in the way of 
dishes prepared without any meat: 


OMELET ALICE. 
Dice of fried eggplant and fresh mushrooms mized in the 
beaten eggs and seasoned. 


SCRAMBLED EGGS, CRISFIELD. 

Proceed as for regular scrambled eggs, adding a little 
cream while beating; season with salt, white pepper and celery 
salt. Then throw into the pan; when almost cooked, add 
some fresh crabmeat and miz without breaking. Serve. 


HARD-BOILED EGG CROQUETTE, A L’AURORE. 
‘ Chop up the desired quantity of hard boiled eggs, both 
yolks and whites: miz with these enough duzelie to give it a 
nice flavor; season, make it into shapes of croquettes, pass in 
batter and fry. 

SAUCE AURORE—Place some Bechamel in a pan; season 
with salt, prepared red pepper and nutmeg; miz with this 
some finely chopped blanched onions; incorporate into this 
enough yolks of hard boiled eggs, first pounded to a paste 


pith a little fresh butter, to give it a pretty stiff consistency ; 
| strain and serve with egg croquettes. 


EGG JULIE. 

Take a hard boiled egg; cut off enough of the lower part 
to remove the yolk; make a dressing of paprika, salt and 
pepper with the yolk and put it back into the egg. Place this 
on a email artichoke bottom; glaze with a pink mayonnaise, 
adding just a dash of paprika at the top; then place a nice 
rim of cavier around it. 


MOUSSE OF SALMON, ALGERNON. 

Mousse of salmon placed in a buttered circular mould; 
poached unmoulded, spread with devilled sauce, mustard; 
pase under the salamander to brown; the inside of the circle 
filled with lozenge-shaped cucumbers, previously boiled; serve 
with this a Newburg sauce.

SPOTS BEFORE THE EYES e 
T*, prevalence of this condition has given rise a 


to a great many curious ideas. Almost everyone =~ 
either sees fixed or figating spots at times. oF =” 
hears some friend complain of these conditions, ‘ 
so that it is not strange that many popular miseoncep- 
tions have arisen. The commonest form of floating - 
spots are those which are known by the name of muscae 
volitantes, an old name which indicates how long the a 
condition has been observed. These are tiny transparent, _ OS 
chains, or strings, which are seen especially on a white 
or brightly illuminated field. These spots are probably 
caused by the remains in the fluid part of the eye of 
certain cells which should have been completely ab- 
sorbed in the development of the eye. They never lead 
to impairment of vision, and, as before stated, are per- 
fectly transparent. Other floating spots are due to cob- 
web-like masses of inflammatory material which are 
thrown out into the fluid of the eye by some low-grade 
inflammation. These spots vsually obscure the vision, 
which is their great point of difference from the former 
ones. It is, of course, very important to find out in Uny 
case whether the spots are due to inflammation or not, 
and this can only be done by a skilled observer. It is a 
prevalent idea that the wearing of a dotted veil may 
leave permanent spots in the fleld of a vision. While 
the dotted veil may be a source of strain by causing the 
wearer to pull on the eye muscles in order to avoid the 
obstruction of vision, it certainty is not the case that —— > 
the dots, or any other object seen. can be permanently 
protographed on the nerve tissues of the eve. There ig ~~ 
only one exception to this statement. Many people who 
have carelessly looked too much at the sun, generally — 
in o»serving the eclipse, have actually produced a slight ~~ 
inflammatory change in the retina, so, that there is al- 
ways a blurry spot wherever they look. But itis doubt- ~~ 
ful if any light*less brilliant than the sun can produce 
a permanent spot, and certainly a dark object cannot ~~ 
do so.—Journatl of the American Medical Association. :

HINK of a sudden fiery eruption belch- 
ing forth from the center of the earth 
and tearing from the American Conti- 
nent the entire State of Texas, dissolv- 
ing it instantly into flaming gas and 
smoke to be puffed, like a mighty breath 

_ from the mouth of a gigantic monster, 

a thousand miles in the sky! Impossible of concep- 

tion, isn't it? 


But such an eruption would be insignificant com- 
pared with one of a similar nature effacing the entire 
American Continent. Yet right in our solar system 
—in fact on the face of the Sun—such cataclysms 
are a chronic ailment and so gigantic in their nature 
that a dozen earths might slip with amazing ease 
and quite unnoticed into the resultant, yawning gap. 

Now is the maximum : 
period of Sun spots. 

And we mortals look 
upon the ancient solar 
disc through smoked 
glass, see these storm- 
like eruptions and dare 
pronounce them spots! 
They have mystified 
astronomers for a hun- 


dred odd years. What 
are they? What is the 
underlying cause and 


why are they periodic? 
These questions, which 
have set astronomers 
theorizing for scores of 
years, are answered by 
Rev. Martin S. Brennan, 
astronomer priest of St. 
Louis, in a new and 
amazingly simple theory, 
which is popularly and 
exclusively presented for 
the first time in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch 
Magazine. In giving the 
underlying law of sun 
spots, Father Brennan at 
once reveals why some of 
the fixed stars are vari- 
able in’ their brilliancy. 
To quote the priest: 
“The light of the Sun 
is variable, making its 
changes through a period 
of°11 years. Every star 
—for stars are suns simi- 
lar to ours—if carefully 


giving quality of the Sun. But what has puzzled us 
most is the necessity for sun spots. They must be 
necessary or they would not be there. 

“They are necessary. They are the safety valves 
of suns, preventing an explosion of the entire mass. 
They are also creative and are, no doubt, responsible 
for comets, meteors and even planets, although I 
add the last in fear; for it is a variation of the 
nebular hypothesis of creation and any statement 


‘along these limes is most likely to be misconstrued. 


Astronomers, you know, are great critics. 

“The Sun, apparently, is a dark body surrounded by 
an outer shell called the photosphere. It is the 
photosphere that is presented to us. In this photo- 
sphere spots occur and along the two sides of the 
solar equator exclusively. Great flames are hurled 


solar body is surrounded by a lumt- 
nous shell under which gases accu- 
mulate until they explode, tearing 
out holes many times bigger than 
our whole earth. to 


sphere give way and we have an increasing and 
decreasing number of spots as the maximum period 
advances and wanes. 

“The reason for spots appearing on either side of 
the equator is obvious enough. The centrifugal force 
of the gas whirling with the rotation of the Sun 
would cast it to the equatorial center. You might 
expect the gas to perforate the true center of the 
equator and so it would but for the fact the photo- 
sphere itself must be thicker at the true center from 
the same centrifugal force. Consequently the nearest 
weak points are on either side of the solar equator. 
Here the sun spots occur. 

“What law applies to the Sun must, obviously, 
apply to the stars, since stars are suns, and cause 
their variations in brilliancy. I suspect also that 
there exists a similar cause for the changeaple ap- 
pearance in the gaseous envelope of Jupiter, the 
planet. Light variations in stars and their twinkling 
appearance could also be caused, to some degree, by 
undulations in their photospheres, but I'am merely 
suggesting this. ; 

“Naturally enough I can look for a deal of criti- 
cism in expounding a sun spot theory. It has been 
a vexatious subject.. But there was never a theory 
advanced without a multitude of objections follow- 
ing. Later these very objections turn out to be the 
supporting bulwarks of the original statements. 

“The book of Genesis seemed to contradict the 
nebular theory of creation in the statement that the 
earth was completed before the Sun was made, now 
we .know that Genesis was correct and so was the 
nebular hypothesis; for it required ages before the 
light of the Sun burst upon the earth through lifting 
masses of gas and clouds. Prior to that time there 
was no Sun so far as the earth was concerned. The 
case might be the same now with the planet Venus 
which is entirely hidden by masses of clouds. If 
there be people on Venus they have never seen the 
Sun. 

“IT am not alone in the belief that comets and 
meteors are fragments of the Sun, explosively de- 
tached and hurled into space. They become magnet- 
ized and are attracted into orbits and held through 
attraction and repulsion. : 

“In regard to variable 
stars I might add _ that 
the frequency of their 
maximum periods is great- 
er or less according to 
the : rapidity with which 
gas accumulates and ‘also 
according to the thickness 
and resistance of the pho- 
tosphere of the particular 
star in mind. 

“When an astronomer 
thinks of the Sun he will 
invariably fall to theoriz- 
ing; for Old Sol is the 
father and mother of our 
planetary system. Most of 
us do not think of the 
creative. power of the Sun 
as an existent function; 
but who can say the Sua 
has not just as much 
power today as in those 
remote times recorded in 
Genesis? ‘Every sun spot 
of magnitude might mean 
the creation of a comet. 
.What becomes of the gases 
released during these gi- 
gantic explosions? Some 
part of it escapes into 
space. | 

“Now and then we pick 
up the papers and see re- 
corded the discovery of a 
new comet and its orbit is 
determined and periodicity 
noticed. Might not some 
of these be making their 


examined, might be found een 
to vary in its light-giving 


function. The variations Cataclysms so gigantic that a dozen earths might be slipped with ease into the yawning gap. y “ape 


of some of these stars, or 

suns, are so keenly defined as to challenge investiga- 
tion. These variations, as in the case of old Sol, are 
periodic. Now what is the cause of this periodicity? 

“As an inetance, Mira in the Whale—an equatorial 
constellation—for a half month shines as a star of 
the second magnitude, then fades away for three 
months, going down to the eleventh magnitude, im- 
possible of detection by the unaided eye. After five 
months it revives. Three more months and it is 
again in its full glory. Megrez in the Great Bear has 
been fading for more than 100 years. In fact. the 
sky is full of such variable wonders. It is the nature 
of suns, an underlying law. 

“What is the reason of this variableness which ex- 
tends even to our Sun? Sun spots. That is the cer- 
tain answer. The size and number of sun spots must, 
naturally enougl; diminish proportionately the light- 
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from the sides of the spots high above the Sun’s 
disc. Some have been known to extend and separate 
from the Sun’s surface at 200,000 miles. The phe- 
nomenon of a forming sun spot suggests an explosion 
from beneath. 

“Now my theory for cause and periodicity of sun 
spots and variation in stellar brilliancy is this: The 
photosphere or luminous shell, surrounding the solar 
body as a mass has a vast amount of resistance to 
inward pressure. It is a wall not easily penetrated. 
Beneath accumulate gases. These gases rise and 
press against the inner walls of the photosphere 
identically as smoke and heat arise to the ceiling. 
Year after year the gas, finding little or no outlet, 
forms an accumulative pressure that reaches its 
maximum strength approximately every 11 years. 
As this time approaches weak spots in the photo- 
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first venture into space? 
I have often been asked 
becomes of the 

comets that fail to return 
to pay periodic tribute to the Sun. I believe they 
have missed calculations in looping some one of the 
outer planets and shoot away possibly to wander 
until that time they come under the influence of 
another sun. . 

“So we see the unity of creation. You might look 

upon the most distant star in the galaxy and think, 
with a deal of probability that your thought is cor- 
rect, there might be a fragment of our Sun straying 
in that distant stellar orbit. 
-' “Obviously enough, the thought may be reversed. 
Many of the newly discovered comets perhaps come 
to us from the bonds of distant suns. It is simple 
when you know the comet-catching law. A comet be- 
longing to a foreign orbit might some day find itself 
circling Old Sol and may continue to do so until it 
wears out.”

Pretty soon they were breaking holes in 
the ice for the sake of a refreshing plunge. 

They found that while their less adventuresome 
friends were suffering from colds they were immune. 
They suffered less from cold weather than others and 
found their physical condition rapidly improving. 


W hat’s.the use going to Palm Beach when you can do this in St. Louis in February. 
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Them. they formed an organization which they called 
the “Ice Club,” and one of the first duties they im- 
posed upon themselves was inducing other members 
to join. 
The Ice Club is still in existence, only today it has 
something like 200 members. Mr. Birdsong is author- 
ity for the statement that within the 
18 years 135 persons who had incipient 
tuberculosis when they became mem- 
bers have been cured. 
“It would be very foolish and risky 
for one not accustomed to it to begin 
cold-water bathing in winter at once,” 
"said Mr. Birdsong recently. “The shock 
would be too severe and might have 
disastrous results. But one can ac- 
custom himself to it gradually. 
“The best way is to begin swimming 
in summer and to keep it up every day. 
As the temperature gradually lowers 
the body will adapt itself to the change 
and in a little while no serious dis- 
comfort will be felt from bathing even 
in ice water. 
“Another way is to take daily baths. 
gradually lowering the temperature of 
the water. One can get into the tub — 
when the water is moderately warm and 
let cold water trickle in so that it will 
cool by slow degrees and finally he can 
stand it very cold. It is always ad- 
visable even for those hardened to it 
to také a shower or pour cold water; 
down the spinal column for several 
minutes before taking a cold plunge. I 
always do that—in fact. did it just be- 
fore I went out into the snow.” 
Cold water is very invigorating and 
stimulating, building up the circulation 
and toning the body up to its greatest 
efficiency, in Mr. Birdsong’s opinion. 
He himself never has heat in his bed- 
room, however cold the weather may 
be, and always keeps the windows wide 
open. He says he cannot account for 
it, but it is a fact that he scarcely feels 
the cold more when he is romping 
around in the snow in a bathing suit 
than he does when he is outdoors clad 
in complete street costume. 
He spends most of his leisure in sum- 
mer swimming at natatoriums and does 19 different 
kinds of dives. A year or so ago he went swimming 
on New Year’s day in a river in Spokane, Wash. He 
has gone swimming in Canada when the thermémeter 
was three or four degrees below zero and remained 
in the water 15 or 20 minutes without suffering any 
ill effects.
